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REPORT ON THE HONOLULU RECORD 

The Committee on Un-American Activities, after an investigation 
arid analysis of the Hpnolulu Eecord, owned and published by the 
Honolulu Eecord Publishing Co., Ltd., hereby submits^this report con- 
cerning the publication to the Hou£e of Eepresentatives. 

Ownership 

The; Articles of Association of the Honolulu Record Publishing Co;, 
Ltd. (exhibit No. I:)-, 1 filed with the offifeeof the -treasurer, Territory of 
Hawaii, on August 27, 1948, reflect that the'Horiolulu Eecord Publish- 
ing Co., Ltd^ was officially incorporated on that date, with the first 
officers and directors of the organization as^ follows:

Secretary— Cyril Bristow 
Treasurer-r-Adrian Palomiiio 
Director — Nobiiyuki Matsuzaki 

The amount of $50;000j to be divided into 10,000 shades, of common 
stock at a par value of $6 per share, was set forth as the authorized 
capital of said corporation., 

The, affidavit of officers (exhibit No; 2}, 2 filed with the treasurer's 
office, Territory of Hawaii, on August 26,1948, discloses that. 7,881 of 
the< 10,000 shares of stock were subscribed to, This same exhibit rer 
fleets that? only 1,007 shares of the subscribed common stock were ever 
paid for (a total sum of $5,035.). The unpaid subscribed stock, 
amounting to 6,87£ shares, is in the name o;f Koji Ariyoshi. , Thus, this 
exhibit discloses that the Hpnolulu Eecord Publishing Co. began its 
operations with total cash assets of $5,035. 

On the annual corporation exhibit (exhibit No. 3), 3 filed by the Ho- 
nolulu Eecord Publishing Co., JLtd., for the period August 26, 1948, 
through August 31, 1949, it is significant to note that at the end of the 
first year of operation,, it could show an increase of 353 paid-up shares 
of stock (value, $1,765). Paid-up stock in the corporation then 
amounted to $6,800. 

The annual corporation exhibit also reflects, a net operating loss for 
the first year of $2,351.91. This exhibit further discloses that the total 
net worth of the Hpnolulu Eecord Publishing Co., Ltd;, as of August 
31, 1949, was $4,548.09,.. . ' 

Out of a total of 8,133 subscribed shares of stock, valued at $40,665, 
the exhibit reveals .that 7,5Q0 shares, worth $37,500, were subscribed 
to by Koji Ariyoshi, editor of the Honolulu Eecord and president of 
the Honolulu, Eecord Publishing Co., Ltd. However, this exhibit re- 
flects thalthe tptal amount actually invested by Ariyoshi is $3,635, pr

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727 shares purchased and paid for by him. He is indebted to the Ho- 
nolulu Record Publishing Co., Ltd., in the amount of $33,865, covering 
6,773 shares of common stock as subscribed to by him. 

Ariyoshi's present position as editor of the Honolulu Record fits in 
well with his background. He is probably one of the best qualified 
persons in Hawaii to propagandize the Communist Party line through 
the medium of the press. 

Koji Ariyoshi was born on January 30, 1914, at Koma, T. H. He 
attended the University of Hawaii from 1937 to 1940^ .and the Uni- 
versity of Georgia during the 1940-^41 term, where he received his 
bachelor's degree in journalism. He enlisted in the United States 
Army at Manzanar Relocation Center on November 30, 1942. In 
January 1944 he departed for the China-Burma-India theater where 
he was assigned to psychological warfare work, He was commissioned 
a second lieutenant in June of 1945 and remained in the same type 
of work until January 5, 1946, when his request to be discharged in 
China was granted. Subsequent to Iris discharge, he. became employed 
with the OWI as a field representative. 

Ariyoshi's reaction concerning, his experiences in Communist China 
are somewhat reflected in an article appearing under his name in the 
February 1947 issue of Spotlight on the Far East, published, by the 
Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy, which has been 
cited as Communist by Attorney General Tom C. Clark. In this issue 
he wrote a guest column in support of the Chinese Communists. The 
March and June 1949 issues of Far East Spotlight, successor to 
Spotlight on the Far East, lists Ariyoshi as ia consultant to the Com- 
mittee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy. This magazine has 
consistently supported the Chinese Communists. 

The Hawaii Star of April 23, 1948 r reflects that a progress report 
on the New York Chapter of the Hawaii Givil Liberties Committee 
was made by Koji Ariyoshi, one of the founders of this chapter, at 
an HCLC meeting in Honolulu on April 20, 1948. The HGLC was 
cited as being Communist by the Attorney General of the United 
States on April 28, 1949. The HCLC was also cited as— 

a subversive organization initiated arid operated by Communists for the sole 
purpose of expanding the influence of the small Communist minority in the 
Territory of Hawaii — 

by the Committee on Un-American Activities in a report to the House 
of Representatives on Juiie 23, 1950 (made H. Kept. 2986, August 24, 
1950). 

In view of the foregoing, it is not surprising to find that Ariyoshi 
uses the Honolulu Record to promote the Chinese Communists and 
the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee. 

Listed in the annual corporation exhibit (exhibit No. 3) 4 as a 
member of the board of directors of the Honolulu ^Record Publishing 
Co., Ltd., and holder of seven shares of stock is Adele Kensinger, re- 
siding at 1658 Piikoi Street, Honolulu. During the hearings of the 
subcommittee of the Committee on Un-American Activities in Hono- 
lulu during April 1950, four individuals identified Adele Kensinger 
as a member of the Communist Partyi 



that Adele Kensinger was a member of the Makiki branch of the

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testified on April* 10, 1950, 
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Communist Party:.- Testimony of Harry Kuhia, Jr., and Donald 
Uesugi, former Communists, on April 12, 1950, also identified Adele 
Kensinger as attending meetings of the. Communist Party. On April 
13, 1950; Masao Mori testified that he observed Adele Kensinger at a 
party meeting which he attended. .Masao Mori severed connections 
with the Communist Party after receiving a Communist Party card. 

Adele Kensinger appeared as a witness under subpena before the 
subcommittee on April 17, 1950, at which time she refused to either 
deny or affirm testimony concerning her Communist affiliations on 

f rounds of self-incrimination. Investigations by the committee re^ 
ect that Mrs. Kensinger was a member of the Hawaii Civil Liberties 
Committer and at one time Tvas a member of the organization com- 
mittee of the HCLC when it was. headed by Marshall McEuen. 

According to* Soviet Russia Today for July 19.47 (;p; 3 V, Mrs. 
Kensinger referred to this pro-Soviet publication as hen "favorite 
magazine" and described how she secured 100 subscriptions to it. 

.She also has contributed -byline articles to the Honolulu Record. 
One of interest appears on page 7 of the issue of June 2, 1949* under 
the title, "Pressure for Peace breaks; Thrpugh Gags of Reaction." In 
this article Mrs.^ Kensinger criticized in one instance, the action of 
the UriitedStates Government iri its,first refusal to issue to Dr. Hewlett- 
Johnson a visa to enter the United States. She said in the article that 
Dr. Johnson, known as the Red Dean of Canterbury, desired to enter 
the country "to speak for peace." She: further stated, "The indigo 
nation of the American people altered that decision « * * 

Mrs. Kensinger's reason for the refusal of the first visa .to Dr. 
Johnson is completely erroneous; however, her views paralleled those 
expressed in the Communist press. According to Government records; 
Dr. Johnson was refused a visa because.he was being sponsored in the 
United States by the National Council of American. Soviet Friend- 
ship, a subversive and Communist-dominated organization cited by 
both the. Attorney- General of „.the United States and tlie Committee oh 
Uji-Am6rican Activities.; WW 1 - t&i sponsorship of Dr., Johnson was 
withdrawnby the NationaLCouncil of Ainericarv Soviet Friendship, a 
visa was issued and Dr. Johnson was allowed to enter the United States 
and advance his ideologies in support of communism. / 
In the af ore-meritione ; d article Mrs. Kensinger alsp. supports Frederic 
Joliot-Curie, director of France's atomic energy project.; However, 
she fails to mention that Curie is a member- of the Communist Party. 
He was recently removed from this position as director of the atomic 
onergy project in France. . 

Howard t Fast is also quoted in this article by Mrs. Kensinger as 
writing a factual review of the Peace Conference in Paris. Mr. Fast 
is* a pro-Communist writer who w;as cited -for contempt of Congress in 
1946 for refusing to produce records of the Communist-dominated 
front organization known as the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Com- 
mittee. He wais convicted in Federal courts on July 16, 1947, and has 
recently been jailed following a Supreme Court decision, upholding his 
cotiviction.> - ■ i % * 

It also might be noted, in regard* to 'the afore-mentioned Peace Con- 
ference that Paul Robeson there made the infamous remark that the 
American Negro would never support the United States in the event 
of war against Russia. This statement of Mr. Robeson's has since 
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been repudiated by responsible Negro leaders throughout the United 
States. 

Gyril Bristow, of 235.7^0 Palolo Avenue, Honolulu, is listed as 
secretary-treasurer (exhibit No. 3) of the Honolulu Eecord Publish- 
ing Co., Ltd. The affidavit of officers (exhibit No. 2), dated August 
26, 1948, Jists Cyril Bristow as owning six shares in the Honolulu 
Record Publishing Co., Ltd. The annual corporation exhibit (ex- 
hibit No. 3) , filed with the treasurer's office* Territory of Hawaii* on 
December 8, 1949, discloses Bristow owns 18 shares of stock, a, purchase 
increase of 12 shares since his original purchase as reflected by ex-^ 
hibitNo;2. 

A souvenir journal of the Labor Canteen, located at 830 Richards 
Street, Honolulu, on the occasion of its formal opening on" Aiigust 
19, 1945, lists Cyril Bristow as chairman of its publicity committee, 
with his former wife, Elizabeth Bristow, an identified member of the 
Communist Party, as chairman 1 of its temporary committees. 

Among those identified as Communists by former members of "the 
Communist Party during the hearings of the Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities in Honolulu were the following 1945 officers of theLabor 
Canteen: Jack Hall, chairman; Doris Ozaki, secretary; Elizabeth 
Bristow, chairman of the progress committee; Alice Hyim* finance 
committee; Ah Quon McElrath, finance committee; Ralph Voss- 
brink, finance committee ; and Doris Ozaki, program book.* 

The Truth About Communism in Hawaii, a pamphlet written by 
Ichiro Iziika, was entered into the official record of the Committee on 
Un-American Activities during its hearings in, Honolulu on April 11, 
1950 ; Mr. Izuka, on page 29 of ^this exhibit, refers to the Labor Can- 
teen in the following manner : 

Just as the Communist Party uses workers and their labor organizations to 
carry out the program of the Communist Party* so do they use middle class, 
"parlor pinks'' and so-called liberals and intellectuals. This policy is exemplified 
by the Labor Canteen set up during the war, which- in turn gave birth to the 
Hawaii Association for Civic tJnity. Fellow Traveler innocents, like Dr. Rade- 
inaker, had insisted that it was not the Communist Party but the Labor Canteen 
that gave leadership in HACU. Well; I Can only tell you what I know. While 
theWaikiki Group was still in existence, Ralph Vossbrink made an official, though 
verbal, report to that group. He. said that the Executive Board of the Communist 
Party had assigned the Kaimuki Group the job of infiltrating into, and giving 
leadership, to, the Labor Canteen and HACU. This assignment was made to the 
Kaimuki Group because they had no direct connections with labor unions, and 
were supposed to be intellectuals. 

On January 22, 1946, the Honorable George A. Dondero made the 
following statement in regard to the Labor Canteen : 

The Labor Canteen in Honolulu, which has been a hotbed of Communist propa- 
ganda among the soldiers stationed in the vicinity, is today the headquarters of 
the so-called Oahu ServicemehTs Committee for Speedier Demobilization. The 
head of this canteen is Ewart G. Guinier, a well-known New York Communist, 
fired by the New York Civil Service Commission in June 1942. 

Mr. Bristow is presently married to. Esther Bristow, treasurer of 
the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee, a Communist-dominated and 
controlled organization which has been cited as a Communist front by 
the Attorney General of the United States and the Committee on TJn : 
American Activities. ^ Mr. Bristow is .also a member of the Hawaii 
Civil Liberties Coirimittee. 

The annual corporation exhibit of the Honolulu Eecord Publishing 
Co., Ltd. (exhibit No. 3), reflects that Adrian Palomino, 3202 East 
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Manoa Road, Honolulu, is vice president of the publishing company, 
The same exhibit discloses that Adrian Palomino is the owner oi36 
shareS'Oi stock in the organization. 

* W-ith further reference to Adrian Palomino, the following affidavit 
{exhibit No, 4) was secured from Mr. Ichiro Izulta.on June 5, 1950, 
setting forth his knowledge regarding Mr. Palomino's Communist 
activities: 

Affidavit of Icimto Ibuka 

'Territory of HAWAir, 

City anfcCounty of Honolulu, &s: 
Ichiro Izuka, being first duly sworn on oatli, deposes and 1 says: 
That he is a resident of the county of Kauai, Territory of Hawaii, with = mailing 
address Post Office Box 27, Hanapepe, Kauai, T. H„ and is the person of the name 
Ichiro lauka who testified before the Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
United States House of Representatives, sifting in Honolulu, T. H„ on April 10, 
19550, and on later "occasions ; 

That from-1938 until about October 20, 104e, affiant was a. member in good stand- 
ing 'of tlie Communist Party iir the Territory of Hawaii ; that from the time of 
the postwar reactivation of the Communist Party in the Territory of Hawaii ib 
November 1945, until affiant left the Communist Party about October 20, 1946, 
affiant was a member of and served as treasurer of the so-called Miscellaneous 
Group of the Communist Party in Honolulu ; that Ralph Vossbrink was also a 
member of that group and also held the office of literature director thereof ; 

That at a date which affiant believes to have been in the first half of 1946, 
affiant attended a meeting of said Miscellaneous Group at tne home of Elizabeth 
Bristow in the Waikiki section of Honolulu, and affiant recalls that among; other 
Communist Party members of the group present at the same meeting were Balph 
Vossbrink, Jack W. Hall, Robert McElratn, Koichi Imori, Ralpn Tokunaga, Ernest- 
Arena, and Elizabeth Bristow ; that at said meeting among other matters con- 
sidered was an oral report made by Ralph Vossbrink, which report, affiant recalls 
to have, been substantially as. follows : 

That" Vossbrink knew a man by the name of Adrian Palomino and knew the 
latter to be a member of the Communist Party ; that Palomino was or had J 
been a meniber of the United States armed forces, and would therefore be 
entitled to the loan guarantee privileges of the so-called GI bill of rights 
should he desire to go into business for himself; that Palomino had told 
Vossbrink that he (Palomino) was willing to use his GI loan guarantee 
privilege to finance the establishment in Honolulu of a "progressive book 
shop"; and, that Palomino planned that such book shop would sell Marxist 
and other left-wing literature; 
The. said report by Vossbrink was rendered as an official report to a meeting 
of the Miscellaneous Group of the Communist Party and in the course of Voss- 
brink 's duties as literature - director of the group ; that the report was then put 
up for discussion at the meeting ; that the sentiment of all those present' at the 
meeting was that Palomino's proposed plan was definitely in the best interests of 
the Communist Party and that, he. should be encouraged to go through with the 
pJan ; 

That affiant did hot then knOw Palomino personally and has never met him t 
and knows of no other information that would connect Palomino with Commu- 
nist Party activities or membership ; 

And further affiant sayeth not, except that this affidavit is given at the request 
of the Committeemen Un-American Activities of the United States House of 
Representatives.

Kay Jerome Baker, 911 Kalakana, Honolulu, owns a block of 40 
shares of stock in the Honolulu Record Publishing Co*, Ltd, (exhibit 
No. 3), valued at $200. In reviewing Mr, Baker's background, his 
financial support of this publication is easily understandable, 
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The Federal Bureau of Investigation identified Ray J. Baker as a 
member of the Communist Party in 1941, when a schematic diagram 
was drawn up by the Honolulu Field Division of the FBI, entitled 
"Communist Activities in the Territory of Hawaii." Said diagram 
was entered as item 32 in the proceeding of the Roberts Report, £art 
25, of the hearings before the Joint Committee on the Investigation of 
the Pearl Harbor Attack. It is to be noted in this report that Mr. 
Baker is designated for custodial detention. 

Documentation of Mr. Baker's support qf the Communist press will 
be found in the Daily People's World, the. Communist Party's official 
newspaper on the Pacific coast, on August 24, 1943 (exhibit No.. 5),* 
wherein he is quoted as follows : 

Congratulations and good wishes for your continued success in getting out an 
A-l working class paper., In these times, the PW is .needed more k than eyer. 

Again, in the issue of Wednesday, February 4, 1948, he stated that 
he is a subscriber to the Communist Daily People's World (exhibit 
No, 6). 6 * 

Mr. Baker, in the Sunday Honolulu Advertiser of December 4,. 1949, 
under the heading "Letters from the people," criticizes the efforts of 
the Territorial residents in combatting communism. He writes in de- 
fense, of "two excellent and needed teachers who lost their 
jobs * *' *." The letter in its entirety can be reviewed in the afore- 
mentioned newspaper. The Honolulu JKecord of February 24, 1949, 
and of September ,22, 1949, printed byline articles written by Eay 
Jerome Baker. 

Any remaining doubt of Mr. Baker's Communist convictions should 
be dispelled by a letter which he wrote under date of February 1, 
1947, and which is reproduced as exhibit $o. 7 7 in this report. " In 
this letter, it will be noted, Mr. Baker virtually identifies himself as a 
Communist. 

Wo Leong Ho (Wallace Ho) , 510 Bush Street, San Francisco, Calif., 
according to- the annual corporation, exhibit of the Honolulu Record 
Publishing Co., Ltd., (exhibit No. 3), is the owner of 100 shares of 
stock in the Honolulu Record Publishing T Co., valued- at $500; 

Mr. Ho was identified "as a member of the Communist Party during 
the hearings conducted by the subcommittee of the Committee on Un- 
American Activities in Honolulu from April 10 to April 19, 1950, 
Documentation of Mr. Ho's Communist membership will be found in 
the testimony of Mr. Ichiro Izuka during the hearings of the commit- 
tee on April 10, wherein a letter was, introduced, into the record as 
follows : 

Honolulu, T. H., Novemher 18, 1946. 

Dear Comrade Yqu are hereby notified that charges have been placed against 
you by the Territorial executive board of the Communist Party of the United 
States of America, for your direct violation of our article 4, section 2, and 
article 9, section 1, of our constitution. 

For the immediate disposal of your case, the trial committee will meet on 
Sunday, November 24, 1946, at 2 p. m„ at 62 Laimi Road, Honolulu, T. H. In 
accordance with our constitution you have the 'fullest rights to appear before this 
committee to defend yourself from any injustice. 
Yours truly,

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The afore-mentioned letter was introduced as "Iztika Exhibit 17" 
and appears on page 1419, Hearings Eegarding Communist Activities 
in the Territory of Hawaii — Bart 1. 

According to the annual corporation exhibit of the Honolulu Record 
Publishing Co., Ltd., Denichi Kimoto, 212(5 Makamani Drive, Hono- 
lulu, is in receipt of 106 shares of stock, valued at $530. Mr, Kimoto 
was identified before the subcommittee of the Committee on Un- 
American Activities during the hearings in Hawaii asa member of the» 
Communist Party. According to testimony, he attended .a Communist 
Party -.school in California during the middle thirties and was sent to 
Hawaii in 1938 as organizer for the Communist Party. 

The t subcommittee produced evidence, of Mr. Kimoto?s membership 
in the Communist Party in 1937 and 1938, and established that he 
used the party name of Roy Lane during that period. Mr. Kimoto^ 
in his appearance before the subcommittee, on April 18$ 1950, refused 
to answer all, questions regarding his Communist Party membership 
on grounds of .self-incrimination. 

The Honolulu^ Record,, since its> inception, has given f ayorable 
publicity to the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee^ and hats printed 
bylme a£tidles by the officers of the HCLC. The mutual coopera- 
tion between the HCLC and the Honolulu Record ii3 based on more 
than mutual Communist sympathies. The annual corporation exhibit 
of the Honolulu Record Publishing Co., Ltd., discloses- that the HCLC 
owns 10 shares of stock, valued at $50, in the publishing compahy. 
This; transaction was thoroughly documented by exhibits introduced 
into the. record of the subcommittee of the -Committee on UiXr Ameri- 
can Activities during the hearings in Honolulu, and the original can- 
celed check disclosing payment for the stock was entered as an 
exhibit.? 

Additional individuals who own stock in the Honolulu Record and 
whp were identified as members of the Communist Party .before Jhe 
Committee on Un-American Activities during the recent headings 
in Honolulu are: John Elias, Jr.^ 165 .Sixteenth. Street, , G!HAt3, 
Honolulu, one share ; Frank Maehara, 815-C Kanou Street, Honolulu, 
four shares; Doris Ozaki, 933 Seventeenth Street, Honolulu, four 
shares; Eileen Fujimo'to, 1526 Kaihee Street, Honolulu, one share. 

The 1949 annual corporation exhibit of the Honolulu Record Pubf 
lishing Co., Ltd., lists Gottf ried. Seitz, 2357-C' Palolo Avenue, Hbnp.- 
lulu, as a member of the board of directors and holder of 5 shares 
of stock of ,tlie company^. Mr. Seitz was also chairman, of the legal 
action committee of the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee m 1949. 

Mr v Seitz,, however,, has informed the Committee bii Un-American 
Activities that he severed his relations with the Hawaii Civil Liberties 
Committee in May 1949, and also discontinued his connections witli 
the Honolulu Recorjl as an oMcer and stockholder as of September 
1950. ' v . ■ ' V 

A breakdown of the ownership of the Honolulu Record Publish- 
ing Co., Ltd., discloses that out of a total of 8,133 subscribed 
shares of capital common stock, 7,830 shares are subscribed to by 
members of the Communist Party or a front of the Communist Party. 

From the foregoing, it is apparent that the Honolulu Record is 
securely within the orbit of control by the Communist Party..

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Utilization of Communist Press Services 

This publication utilizes the articles of such well-known Communist 
press services as the Federated Press and the Allied Labor News. 
The cartoons appearing in the Honolulu Record are by artists serving 
the Communist press and are distributed by the Federated Press. 

The Special Committee on Un-American Activities on March 29, 
1944, cited the Federated Press — 

as a Communist-controlled organization financed by the American Fund for 
Public Service and the Robert Marshall Foundation, both principal sources of 
funds for Communist enterprises. 

Numerous references to Federated Press occur in testimony before 
the Special Committee on Un-American Activities. The following 
refereiice is quoted from the public testimony of Walter Steele 
before the committee on July'21, 1947 : 

The Allied' Labor News Service is an international Communist service. It 
has correspondents in foreign countries* and it serves Communist publications. 
It augments, rather than competes with, the Federated Press, which deals with 
local and national events; 

* * * Reds and Red fronters control many of the publications circulated 
in labor circles. Their writers have taken over the editorial columns, and 
articles" are contributed in many instances by outright Communists. Most of 
these publications are served by the Federated Press or the Allied. Labor News 
Service t both of ? which have long been infiltrated if not actually controlled by 
the Communists. 

The Washington Daiiy News, November 10, 1947, contained an 
article by Fred W- Perkins, which quoted the AFL's Weekly News 
Service as follows : 

"The International Labor Press Association at its convention in San Francisco 
voted not to use the Federated Press news service on the grounds that it is 
edited along the lines of the Communist Party policy. 

"The'AFL has long held the same view with regard to the Federated Press. 
We, therefore, urge all the loyal affiliated labor press not to subscribe to the 
Federated Press 1 or use its services." 

The Honolulu Eecord has carried Federated Press articles written 
by: 

Carl Haessler, who in 1935 was an instructor at the Communist 
Workers School in Chicago and a contributor to the Daily Worker, 
official Communist Party organ. He traveled to Europe in October 
1927, where he attended the tenth anniversary of the Russian Revolu- 
tion in Moscow. 

Johannes Steel, who since 1937 has been a consistent contributor to 
newspapers and periodicals! serving the Communist cause. He has 
contributed to Fight, official organ of the # cited Communist front, 
American League Against War and Fascism, later known as the 
American League for Peace and Democracy ; to Soviet Russia Today, 
a magazine published by the Friends of Soviet Russia, a cited Com- 
munist front; to Far East Spotlight, the monthly publication of the 
cited Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern JPolicy; to Slavic 
American, a publication of the American Slav Congress, also a cited 
Communist front ; and to the Daily Worker and Daily People's World, 
both official organs of the Communist Party. 

Harold J* Salernson, who in 1947 was charged as a holder of a Com- 
munist Party membership book by the Hollywood Reporter, which 
also identified Salemson as Hollywood correspondent for the French 
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Communist newspaper,* Ce Soir.. He was also the signer of a call to the 
Fourth Congress of the League of American Writers, a cited Com- 
munist front i^ New York City, -on June M*, 1941. Salemson in 
1946 was listed as an instructor at the Peoples Educational Center 
which the Attorney General of the United States cited— 

as a subversive and Communist organization incorporated under the name Los 
Angeles Educational Association, Inc. 

Fred Zeserson^ who according to the; records of this committee was 
in 1948 a member, of the board of directors of the Committee for a- 
Democratic Far Eastern Policy, which has been cited by the Attorney 
General of the United States as a Communist organization. In 1949 
he wais listed as a member 6f its editorial committee. He has con- 
tributed articles. to the Far East Spotlight, official publication of the 
Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy. 

Stetson f Kennedy, a sponsor of the National Non-Partisan Commit- 
tee to Defend the Rights of the 12 Communist Leaders. He has been 
a guest speaker before the Communistrcited Civil Rights" Congress^ 
and has signed an open letter to tlie Congress of the United Stafes 
under the sponsorship of the Civil 'Rights Congress. 

Ed Hughs) a sports writer for the Federated Press and the Daily 
People's 1 WoHd, Communist paper on the Pacific coast. 

Richard Saswy, Washington correspondent^ Federated Press, who 
has voiced the Communist Party line in his articles', which' are dis- 
tributed to the Communist press throughout the United States, His 
record in gelation to subversive activities can be found in the Con- 
gressional Record' of February 28, 1949, page A1155. 

The majority oi cartoons printed in the 'Honolulu Record are those 
drawn Tby Ben'Yomen, Fred Wright, and A. Redfield. These artists 
supply cartoons to the Communist press, oh the mainland. For ex- 
ample, a cartoon which appeared in the Honolulu' Record* of Febiaiary 
23, 1950 (exhibit No. 8), 9 was reproduced in the magazine section, of 
the Worker, official organ of the Communist Party, February 26, 1950 
(exhibit No. 9),l l6: A cartoon by A.* Redfield appeared in the Novem- 
ber 11, 19»48, issue of the Honoliilu Record (exhibit No. 10) \ 11 A car-^ 
toon by the same individual appears in the Daily People's World of 
March 13, 1948 (exhibit No., 11) * ' i 

Ben Yomen's cartoons set a; pattern of ridiculing the Congress of 
the United States arid appear regularly in the 'Honolulu Record. 
For an example, see Honolulu Record^ September 9, 1948 (exhibit No. 
12) , 13 A similar c&r toon by Yomem was printed in the Daily Worker 
of April 25*1947 (exhibit No. IS)! 14 \ '

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Among those whose by-lines appear over stories in the Honolulu 
Kecordare: 

Wilfred Oka, whose sports column appears every week in , the sub- 
versive publication.. Mr.^ Oka was identified as a Communist Party 
member by two former Communists in testimony before , a subcom- 
mittee of the Committee on Un-American Activities in April 1950.. 
Three other former holders of Communist Party; membership $ards 
identified Mr. Oka as having attended Communist Party meetings. 
Mr. Oka has also been affiliated with the Hawaii ; Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee, When subpenaed to appear before the subcommittee of the 
Committee on Un : American, Activities, Mr. Oka refused' to affirm, or 
deny his Communist associations on the ground of self-incrimination. 

Stephen Murin, who is the ^present chairman of the Hawaii Civil 
Liberties Committee. Mr. Murin was identified as an active Com- 
munist Party member* by Matthew Cvetic, an FBI undercover agent 
within, the Communist Party, in testimony before the Committee 
on tJn- American Activities on February 23 * 1950. The files of the 
committee also show that Mr. Murin wa§ engaged in Communist 
activities in Pennsylvania, the State of which he is a native. In an 
appearance before 1 a subcommittee of the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, Mr. Murin refused to answer questions relating to Cpm- 
jnunist Party membership on the ground of self-incrimination. 

John Reinetike,, identified as treasurer of the central committee of 
the Communist Party m Hawaii and as a member of the party's Terri- 
torial executive; board: Four former Communists outlined Mr. Rein r 
ecke's leading role in Communist activities, in hearings h^ld by a sub- 
committee of the Committee on Un-American Activities in Honolulu 
in April 1950. When called before the subcommittee, Mr. Eeinecke 
refused to answer any questions related to. his Communist activity oix 
the ground of self-incrimination.. Prior to the subcommittee hearings, 
Mr. Reinecke had been dismissed from a teaching position in the 
Territory on the basis of his subversive affiliations. 

Robert Greene, who not only wrote for the Honolulu Record but 
also served as city editor of the publication in 1948. Mr. Greene, ac- 
cording to the files of the Committee on Un-American Activities, 
attended several Communist indoctrination, courses in Hawaii and, at 
one time, conducted a class of his own in basic Marxism. Former 
Communist Donald Uesugi ha§ named Mr. Greene as being present 
at a Communist Party meeting.; Mr. Uesugi testified before ; a sub- 
committee, of the Committee on Un-American Activities in April 1950. 
Mr. Greene has served as chairman of the Hawaii Civil Liberties 
Committee, as radio script writer for the Communist-controlled Inter- 
national Longshoremen's and Warehousemen^ Union, and as vice 
president of a Communist effort known as the Unemployed Workers 
Organization. Mr. Greene transferred his: residence from Hawaii to 
the mainland in February 1950. 

Frank Marshall Davis, author of a regular >veekly column in the 
Honolulu Record entitled "Frankly Speaking." Mr. Davis 5 column 
defends Communists and attacks capitalism with the same vigor as 
columns appearing regularly in the Daily Worker and other frankly 
Communist publications. Typical of Mr. Davis 5 remarks are the 
following: 

Democracy today lies weak and slowly dying from the poison administered 
by the divident doctors in Washington and Wall Street who have fooled a trusting

public into believing that they are the specialists who would save us from the 
dread diseases of socialism and communism * * * They hope to hand us 
fascism disguised as the healed democracy (Honolulu .Record; July 28, 1949, p. 8). 

Mr. Davis constantly defended the 11 top United States Communist 
officials recently convicted in New York on charges of conspiracy to 
advocate the overthrow of the Government by force and violence. 
One of Mr. Davis' comments on the case was as follows : 

If eel strong sympathy for the Communist minority who are being oppressed 
for their political beliefs (Honolulu Record, October 20, 1949, p. 6). 

When Mr. Davis' column first appeared in the Eecord in May 1949, 
the Eecord boasted that the author was a member of the national 
executive board of the. Civil Bights Congress. The organization is 
cited as Communist by Attorney General Tom Clark as well as by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities. Mr. Davis has signed a 
number of statements in behalf of Communists under the sponsorship 
of the Civil Rights Congress; one of these defended was Gerhart 
Eisler, notorious Communist international agent who escaped jailing 
for passport fraiid by fleeing to the Soviet sector of Germany. 

Other front organizations of the Communist Party with which Mr. 
Davis has associated include : American Youth for Democracy Abra- 
ham Lincoln 'School, National Federation for Constitutional .Liber- 
ties, League of American Writers, the National Negro Congress, and 
the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee, 

Edward Rohrbough who has also contributed articles to such out- 
right Communist publications on the mainland as the Daily Peoples 
World and the New Masses/ The Daily People's World is cited as 
"the official organ of the Communist Party on the west coast by the 
Special Committee on Un-American Activities; the committee cited 
New Masses as the "nationally circulated weekly journal of the Cpm- 
mutiist Party." Former Attorney .General Francis Biddle also cited 
New Masses as a Communist periodical. 4 ^ hv , - a h 

Mr* 'Kohrbough was a speaker at the California Labor school, cited 
as subversive and Communist by Attorney General Tom Clark. Mr. 
Kohrbough in 1948 and 1949 was listed as a consultant to the Com- 
mittee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy, cited as Communist by 
Attorney General Tom Clark. . 
~ During the war Mr. Rohrbough served m China as a^ press corre- 
spondent and employee 6f the Office of War Information/ His writ- 
ings in the New Masses and the Daily People's World reveal that he 
is in complete sympathy with the Chinese Communists who, m Kohr- 
bough's "eyesore "liberating" China and bringing "democracy" to that 
land 

Mr- Kohrbough's wife, Jeanette Nakama Rohrbough,^ lias been iden- 
tified as an active Communist Party member by %e former Commu- 
nists who testified before a subcommittee of the Committee on 
Un-American Activities in April I960. :j . _ 

Eleanor Agnew, who served as vice chairman pi the subversive 
Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee and as chairman of its educa- 
tional committee inl949. Mrs. Agnew has recently taken up residence 
on the mainland. • „ _ * . • 

Adele Kensinger and Ray Jerome Baker, whose Communist asso- 
ciations are detailed in the previous section of *his report entitled 
"Ownership." 
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Communist Party Line Content 

An analysis of the complete contents of the Honolulu Record reveals 
the strictest adherence to the Communist Party line. 

Articles referring to the Soviet Union or the Communist Party 
of the United States are consistently slanted to favor the Soviet 
Union and its American puppets. Friendly write-ups are also given 
to Communist movements in other countries, such as China, Greece, 
France, and the Philippines. Individual United States Communist 
leaders on numerous occasions receive favorable attention in the 
Honolulu Record, which reserves its most generous publicity, however, 
for the activities of Hawaii Communists. Cpmmunist-front organ- 
ization and Communist-controlled unions, both in Hawaii and on the 
mainland, are well publicized iii the .Record., 

The Record is equally consistent in, presenting in an unfavorable 
light any actions which conflict with the interests of Communists. 
Thus, the Honolulu Record represents only criticism of American 
def ense spending, the Marshall plan and European-recovery program, 
aid to Greece and [Nationalist] China, and other aspects of the United 
States foreign policy designed to help curb the spread of communism. 
The Record furthermore makes it clear to its readers that it has only 
contempt for the capitalist system. 

Conclusion 

The Committee on Un-American Activities, after analysis and 
investigation of the Honolulu Record since its first issue of August 
5, 1948, draws the inevitable conclusion that the Honolulu Record 
is a front for the Communist Party, despite the fact that the paper 
does not make this admission. 

It should be noted in this connection that during the past decade 
all Communist publications have gone to great lengths to give the 
impression of having no direct connections with the Communist Party. 
Even official publications of the Communist Party, USA, have ter- 
minated such designation since 1936 and appear instead as organs 
of certain publishing companies formed for that special purpose. 
The Honolulu Record conforms to this pattern completely. 

The Committee on Un- American Activities would like to point 
out that the success of such a newspaper, dedicated to disseminating 
Communist propaganda, depends upon support from deluded liberals. 
The Communists recognize that most Americans would not know- 
ingly support the Communist Party, and therefore have devised 
various front organizations and publications so as to ensnare the 
unwary liberal; The latter serves to add prestige to the Communist 
front knd to attract other nonrCommunist support. 

William K. Bassett, administrative assistant to the mayor of Hono- 
lulu, falls into the category of those liberals who have aided and 
abetted : the Communists' front publication, the Honolulu Record. 
By serving as a coluriinist for the Record, he has imparted an aura 
of respectability which the subversive publication does not deserve. 
This definitely was not in the best interests of the people of Hawaii 
or the Government of which he is an official

The subcommittee met, pursuant to call, at t 10: 30. a. im, in room 
226, Old House Office Building, Hon. John £>. Wood (chairman) 
presiding. 

Committee members present: Representatives John S. Wood and 
Morgan M. Moulder. 

.Staff members present: Frank S. Tavenrier, Jr., counsel;- Louis 
J; Russell,, senior investigator; Benjamin Mandel, director of re- 
search; John W. Carrington, clerk; and A. S. Poore, editor. 

Mr. Wood. Let the subcommittee bedn order ? and let tile-record show 
that these hearings are being conducted by a subcommittee designated 
by the chairman, consisting of Mr. Moulder and Mr. Wood. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, as you know^.the committee at the 
present time is engaged in the preparation of a lengthy report in- 
volving the activities of numerous Soviet agents who have operated 
within the United States and other countries. As you also know, 
the staff has gathered a great deal of information relating, to the 
general subject of espionage, arid in order to place in the record 
information that has been obtained by the committee staff, the com- 
mittee has pursued the. policy of calling before it various persons 
who have information regarding the subject of espionage 5 or who 
have been, associated with persons known to have been engaged in 
espionage within the United States or in other countries; 

We desire first this morning to present one of the investigators to 
give the committee the result of certain investigations, and then we 
will present certain witnesses. 

Mr. Wood. Very well. 
' Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Owens.

Will you read the affidavit which was given to you 
by Mr. Dozenberg into the record? Before you begin, I understand 
the affidavit was submitted in Mr. Dczenberg's ownlanguage? 

Mr. Owens. That is true. It was prepared by Mr. Dozenberg. in 
his own language- and signed by him and given to the committee. 
[Beading :] 

Statement op Nicholas Dozekeekg 

Nicholas Dozenberg was born in Riga, Latvia, on November 15, 1882: He was 
engaged, in the activities of yarious Lettish -worker's organizations, and later 
became active, in the Socialist Party, mainly in the Lettish Worker's Club of 
the Socialist Party* In about 1921 or 1822, Dozenberg became the business 
manager of the Workers' Publishing Society and later became business manager 
\of the Literature department of the Workers Party of America, the early 
predecessor of the Communist Party of the United States; 

Dozenberg remained with these organisations in Chicago until 1925 or 1926, 
at. which time Party headquarters were moved to New York City. Dozenberg 
handled the liquidation of »the Party's assets in Chicago and arranged the trans- 
fer of its publications office to New Yorji. In the latter part of 1927 or the 
early part of 1928, the head of Soviet military intelligence in the United States, 
one Alfred Til ton, recruited him into the Soviet military intelligence orgauiza- 
tion at a salary of $35 a week. 

Shortly after Dozenberg's first contact with Alfred Tilton, he learned that 
Tilton was living in New York under Canadian papers in the name of Joseph 
Paquett, P-a-q-u-e-t-t ; also, that later Tilton obtained another set of Canadian 
papers under the name of Martin, 

Alfred Tilton, on one occasion in New York City while Dozenberg was work- 
ing for him, advised Dozenberg that he had spent an entire night photostating 
plaos of a British warship Royal Oak which had been intercepted en route to 
Washington, D, C, from somewhere. Tilton received: money for his expenses 
through seamen couriers whom he met in the office of Dr. Philip Eosenbleitt, 
It b-s-e-n-b-I-e-i-t-t r a dentist in New York City. 

-During 1928, Dozenberg became acquainted with I/ydia Stahl, who was Tilton 's 
assistant and an expert in photography. In addition to her activities as a 
photographer, the Stahl woman purchased all sort of books on technical and 
industrial subjects, to be sent to the home office in Moscow. Stahl and Tilton 
used the photographic studios of Joseph Turin, T-u-M-n, in New York City 
for their work, Tiltoo had installed a large photostating machine in one of 
Turin's back rooms. The machine was operated exclusively by Lydia Stahl, 

During the latter part of 1928 or the early part of 1929, an individual named 
Dick Mursin, M-u-r-s-i-n, arrived in New York City to be an assistant to one 
Mart Silbert, who was soon to relieve Alfred Tilton. Mur sin's other name was 
Boris Devy atkin, D-e-v-y-a-t-k-i-n t under which name he first established a 
cover or front for! futae activities, >y taking office, space in the Wesson Travel 
Agency, where he was q^nsibly employed in a real estate or insurance busi- 
ness. Shortly after Tilton" e 4ep&rture for the Soviet Union in early 1929, a 
Mark Zilbert arrived in the V, A. and took over, from Tilton, all activities 
as head of the Soviwt late licence apparatus. 

In the fall of Tilton revested Dozenberg to come to Moscow^ on funds 
furnished by Tilton; and introduced to General .Berztn; B;-£*r-£-Un, Jiead of 
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tKe-Soviet 'military' ttdtelligence department. General ,Berzin asked <Dozehl?erg 
to Return to the United States for the purpose- of ^assistiBg 1 one KircMnsteinvin 
setting up a cover for Soviet military intelligence activities in France. .At the 
same*ime, Dozenberg was- to 'dp/substantially the same in preparation of a 
cover for operations in Bumania, . - " " £\_ 

Tilton, prior ,to leaving this country, had made arrangements to' obtain_ citizen- 
ship patKsd of ■■ a clecefaseS kmencah Veteran named Frank Kleges ^-i-e-g:-e*s, 
tnroUgh>axi undertaker^ Brooklyn: Kirchenstein, who^fcad assume&the identity 
of Frank Kleges, established an office' in^ New .York XUty, 'and ; contacted, with 
several export firms .or* the ,^est> Coast A short time thereafter Klege* (Earck 
enstein) left for Paris,. France! - . , ; . '. " * 0 " n . 

From 1931 on, 'Dozenberg traveled considerably on the continent of Europe; 
in Russia, Germany, and in Rumania. ' After his"retunr from Rumania, he 
established the America*- Rumanian Film Corporation-; under the Jaw* of *the 
State of l^ew.York" "the offices of .which, were to be used as a iront for Soviet 
military intelligence 'in Rumania. . 1 _ . , *t t * _ ^ A ,«- « : 

During the early part of <1933, Dozenberg was ordered to Moscow. The indi- 
viduals with whom he had become acquainted during tne period trom 1927 to 
1933, in addition to those already mentioned, were Albert .Feierabend,, af Lettish 
Communist from Boston; Richard Basso w, agent in charge ol military intelli- 
gence activities in Vienna; and Robert 2felms,fe-l-m : s alias B mston, whom 
Dozenberg had recommended for employment with the Soviet, -military intelli- 
gence in foreign countries: ' * . 

During the year 1933, while the negotiations were under way which led. to 
recognition of the Soviet Union by- the United States, Dozenberg was residing 
with his first wife in Moscow. During the latter part of 1933 pr'the early part 
of *1934, Dozenberg was -instructed togo to China and establish a business cpver 
for '.Soviet- military intelligence activities in that country and against Japan: 

Dozenberg then proceeced to Peiping where he made arrangements £o represent 
an American radio corporation in China, and where he met a Soviet agent who. 
gave h'im 10,000 dollars in Chinese currency. Dozenberg then established the 
Amasia Sales Company in the British concession in Tientsin, China. Dozen- 
berg's time was solely.. occupied with running tha^ a if airs: of the business in order 
to make satisfactory cover for Soviet military intelligence activities later on. 

In 1937, -there came- to Tientsin, China, a Joseph Freund,. Frr-e-u-nrd, an Aus- 
trian by hirtii, to relieve Dozenberg; whb was to return to Moscow. Dozenberg. 
remained in Moscow four months, during which time he submitted a report on 
his business and commercial activities in China, and was instructed to endeavor 
to establish a similar business cover in the Philippine Islands. 

Dozenberg left Moscow in the middle 'of 1937-. Upon his arrival m Hew Xork 
City he was given $3,000 hy an agent. After making, arrangements in^this country 
to represent a motion-picture equipment corporation In the Philippine Islands "he 
-left for Manila. The -difficulty of setting-up a business coyer in Manila was 
greater than had been expected. Dozenberg ran out of funds, and returned m 
July 1938 to Washington, D. C. .. , . * . ■ . ■ " * . 

In March 1939f, Dozenberg was met by the same man whom, he had met "before, 
who gave him instructions to go to Moscow, and. furnished nim with $1,000 for 
living and travel expenses; • * 

Dozenberg was in Moscow for approximately three -and one-half months. ^His 
former superiors in the intelligence department were no longer :there, and. he 
dealt entirely with persons strange, to him. He was requested, to go to China. 
But when he indicated that it would take not less than $100,000 to set up or 
acquire a representative business concern, at that time, he was asked Jo ;return 
to the United States to establish a business ► cover for Soviet* agents 'in the United 
States, which he refused to<do. Subsequently, he was given the sum- of $600 to 
cover travel costs, and told to return to ^ the .United States,, To ,this_ day, 4t. remains 
a mystery to Dozenberg as to vfhy he was allowed to leave Moscow after his 
refusal to abide hy their instructions. . ; ' m p . . . 

After -this break, Dozenherg then *went fyf Bend, .Oregi, where 'ha acquired a 
small grocery store during the latter part of October 1939. . -He was; arrested pa 
December 9, 1939, for obtaining a passport under.false, pretenses, and sentenced 
to serve a term of one year and a day on a : plea of guilty, .and was received- at 
the-North"eas£ern Penitentiary, Dewisburg, Pal; on May'22, l£40. : ; 
s He has been somewhat afraid that his breaks with 'the Soviets m: 1939 would-, 
sooner or later, result in dire 'consequen^es-tfor^him ^ because 7 of -his association 
with, the Soviet military intelligence .organization, . , j ' _ f .

Mr, TaVenner. Mr, Bedacht, the committee desires your coopera- 
tion m making available to it some information relating to events and 
pe^spns as to whom it already has considerable information; 

Willyou please state your full name and present address? 

Mr, Bedacht; My name is Max Bedacht, and I live in Frenchtown, 
*g Ta i ? ou % OT; rather, star route post office. 
• Mr. Taye^ter. Have you ever iived at 3101 North Nordica Avenue, 
m Chicago, ILL? " ' 

Mr. Bedacht. Yes ; I had a home there, 

Mr, Tayenner, When did you live there? 

Mr, Bedacht, I believe from 1923 to 1928 or so, 

Mr. Tavenher. Have you used any name other than Max Bedacht 
at any time? 

JCi\ Bedacht, I have not, I have written sojnetimes under a pen 
name. r 

Mr, Tavenner; What pen name did you use ? 

Mr. Bedacht, Oh, I wrote articles under the name of Thomas 
Mmzer,ione 3 1 remember;! believe Marshall 

Mr, Tavenner. John Marshall? 

Mr. Bedacht, I don't know the full name any more. That was 
about 30'years ago, 
Mr. Tayenner. JbhnBraum? 

Mr. Bedacht. .That is possible, TAat is my wife's maiden nairie, and 

it is possible I used that name. 

Mr. Tavenner. H, M, Sabath, S-a-b-a-Ui ? 

Mr. Bedacht. I don't think: I have ever written under that name. 
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* Mr. Taven>:neR; Could yo;u have used, that name in .any dealings or 
any transactions of yours ? * 

Mr. Bedacht. I can't remember. 

Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born, Mr. Bedacht? 

Mr; Bedacht. I was'borii October 13, 1883, in Munich,. Germany. 

Mr. Taven3ster. Are you a naturalized citzen of the United States?. 

Mr. Bedacht; I am. ' * • 

Mr. TavenjSTer. Will you please state for the committee the official 
positions whicfr you have held in the past in the Communist; Party of 
the United States ? 

Mr. Bedacht. Almost everything up to secretary. I was never 
editor of the Daily Worker. 

Mr. Wood. Would you elevate your voice a little? We can't hear 
you up here. 

Mr. Bedacht. I said I held almost every position except that of 
editor oj the Daily Worker at one time or another. I was district 
organizer at one time in Detroit. I was editor of > a magazine for a 
while. * . 

- Mr. Tavennbr. What magazine? 

Mr. Bedacht. Well, what was it called, again? 

Mr. Tavenner. Was it the Gommunist? 

Mr. Bedacht. Yes; I was editor of that, too. The Gommunist was 
a forerunner of the other one; It was merged later into another one. 
Mr. Tavenoster. Was it Political Affairs? 
Mr. Bedacht. No ; never. 

Mr. Tavenner. ;2f ame several of the higher positions that you held. 

Mr; Bedacht. Well, as I said-, I was district organizer at one* time 
in Chicago. I was the director of the agit-prop department, agita- 
tion and propaganda. I guess that is about the highest., 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you executive secretary for a period of time? 

Mr. Bedacht. I was at" One time, for a few months;, Acting secretary. 

Mr. Tavenner. Of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Bedacht. Yes. , 

Mr. Tavenner. Where were your headquarters at that time?: 

Mr. Bedacht. They'were in New York; 

Mr. Taven^er. When -did you first become affiliated with the Com- 
munist Party? 

Mr. Bedacht. Well, since I am 19 years old I have ; l>een a Socialist, 
and I have been in the Socialist movement, and I affiliated with the 
Communist Party when it was founded. I helped found it, estab- 
lish it. 

Mr. Tavenner. I believe yoij have recently been expelled from the 
Communist Party; have yoti not? 
Mr. Bedacht. Yes, sir. , . ^ 

Mr. Tavenner. - On -what grounds did this '-expulsion "take place ? 

Mr. Bedacht. I doii't know that I know myself, but, anyway, this 
committee' is surely not a court of appeals against my expulsion, and 
my explanation for it would take quite. a while, and ^you would have 
to listen to <the other side, too.' 

* Mr. Tavennter. I will not go into that. It was £he result of a fac- 
tional dispute within the party; is that substantially right? 

IMCr. Bedacht; You may say so. 

* Mrv Tavenner: When did that= action take place ? 
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Mr. Bedacht. I wasexpelled exactly:^ year ago ; on the 13th ofOc- 
tober last year it was dated. 

Mr. Tavenker. Let me ask you, .were yon an official of the Commu- 
nist International at any time? 

Mr. Bedacht. Yes, I was; in Moscow ^ in the Communist Interna- 
tional, as delegate to the third congress and fourth congress. 

Mr. Tavbni^er. Do you still adhere to the Communist beliefs? 

Mr. Bedacht^ I most assuredly do* 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you had occasion to travel in countries outr 
side the United States since you first arrived in the United States 
from^ your native country ? 

Mr. Bedacht. Except as to countries going through to Kussia and 
from Russia, I did not- — oh, yes. In 1937 I Went to Spain with a 
committee of eight to the International Brigade in Spain. I think it 
was 1937; 

Mr: Tavenner. Was it on business of the Communist Party that 
that trip took placed 

Mr. Bedacht. It was not. There were organizations that formed 
a relief committee/and the organization I was affiliated with sind 
worked for, the International Workers Order, was affiliated with it, 
and out of the collections made some purchases were made of mate- 
rials to deliver to the Republican Army, and it was decided to send 
a delegation to deliver them, and I was one of the delegation* 

Mr. Tavenner. In addition to that trip to Spain, how many trips 
have you made out of the United States since your first arrival here, 
and when? : - 

Mr. Bedacht. I don't know Uiau l.mnerhber exactly. I was a\> two 
congresses^ I know that, and mayb$ toe or two executive committee 
meetings. _ : - 

Mr. Tavennek. Executive c ommit ters' of what organization? 

Mr. Bedacht. Of the Communist International. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Bedacht, do you know or have you ever known 
an individual by the^name of Jacob Kirchenstein, also known as Frank 
Kleges? 

Mr. Bedacht. The name does not sound familiar to me. 
Mr. Tavenner. Were you ever acquainted with Anton Miller ?. 
Mr. Bedacht. Again, I cannot remember any such acquaintances 
Mr, Tavenntsr. Let me see if I can refresh your recollection with 
regard to Mr, ESrchenstein. Can you hear me plainly ? 
Mr. Bedacht. Yes; Kirchenstein. 

Mr. Tavennee. Yes. ^ Mr. Jacob Kirchenstein is alleged to have 
operated a military espionage organization at one time in London, 
England, using the cover ot a trading organisation teiown as Agio's, 
A-c-r-o-s. Tins organization . was exposed in after British 

authorities raided the Acros offices and the aipartment Of Anton Miller, 
who was Kirchenstein's assistant and a cipher clerk to the Soviet-trade 
Helegatipii in London; Does that not serve to refresh yolir reccillec- 1 
tioii regarding the name Kirchenstein? 

Mr. Bedacht. It refreshes my recollection to. some disagreeable 
memories, "but aiot to any person by the name of Kirchenstein. The 
fact my name was found there somehow, for what reason it was there 
I don't know, inspired some people to come to my house in Chicago 
and burn a cross in front of it when my family was alone, and that 
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was.a very disagreeable: thing," with< four children and 'the house- on the 
outskirts' of Chicago; but I never knew of spoke to anybody by? the 
name of Kirchenstein or Miller who was affiliated with or worked 
with any kind of military espionage. 

Mr. Tavenner. I mentioned the cover name of Acros. 

Mr. Bedaoht. I remember when it was raided, by the British; yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. It seems the correct spelling is .Arcos, A-r-Cf.6-s. 
What do you know of that organization ? 

Mr.. Bedaoht. Only what I read in the papers. It was, to my 
knowledge, ' an organization, a trade commission or something, to 
organize mututal trade between the Soviet Union: and Britain. 

Mr. Tavenner. Among the papers which, the British authorities 
seized from Anton Miller in the raid in 1927— papers which Miller 
unsuccessfully attempted to destroy — were lists of cover addresses in 
the United States. One of the addresses was "Max Bedacht, 3101 
North Nordica Avenue, Chicago, 111." Can you explain to the com- 
mittee how your name came to ba included among those papers? 

Mr. Bedaoht. I cannot, and I must say it was an extremely bad 
cover address, under my name, because it covered nothing. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Bedacht, have you ever been acquainted with an 
individual by the name of Albert Feierabend'? 

Mr. Bedaoht. I didn't get that. 

Mr; Tavenner. The name is spelled F-e-i-err-a-b-e^n-d. Albert 
Feierabend. 
Mr. Bedacht. I have heard that name. 

Mr. Tavenner. He was also known at variout times as J acob Kreitz, 
K-r-e-i-t-z, or Ksavier Szpokas, S-z-p-o-k-a-s. 

Mr. Bedaoht. I don't know whether the name I have in mind, 
Feierabend, is the same you are talking about, but the name is not 
unfamiliar. : ' 

Mr. Tavenner. "Lshow you a/ photostatic copy of a passport appli- 
cation -filed on March 12, 1928, by one Albert Feierabend, and ask 
you to look at" the picture on the second sheet. Possibly you will be 
able to identify him as the person you know. 

Mr. Bedacht. It looks, like Jack Stachel to me, but it isn't. No. 

Mr. Tavenner., Now will you look at the last page entitled "Appli- 
cation for Extension and Amendment of Passport" land see if you can 
identify the woman whose picture appears there as Mrs. Emma Paul- 
ine Bleckschmidt Feierabend? 

Mr. Bedacht. I definitely don't know her. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, these photostats, were obtained by 
subpena duces tecum from the Departments State. They include an 
approved passport application signed by Albert Feierabend, who rep- 
resented himself as a naturalized American citizen of Latvian descent 
and a resident of Boston, Mass. ; attached is an oath of allegiance 
, allegedly signed by Feierabend; and an approved application for ex- 
tension and amendment of passport. I desire to introduce these papers 
in evidence and have them marked ^Bedacht Exhibitl." 

Mr. Wood. Let them be admitted. 

(The photostats above referred to, marked "Bedacht Exhibit V 
are filed in connection witli this transcript.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Bedacht, I hand you photostats o.f two passport 
applications filed with our State Department by one. Jacob Kreitz^ 
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who represents himself to be a naturalized American citizen of Lat- 
vian descent and a resident of ISTew York City. One application is 
dated December 9, 1930, and the other is dated September 9, 1932. 
Can you identify the individual whose picture appears on the second 
sheet of each application? 
Mr. Bedacht. No. I cannot remember. 

Mr. Tavenm*. Mr, Chairman, these photostats were obtained by 
subpena duces tecum from the State Department I desire to offer 
them m evidence and ask that they be marked "Bedacht exhibit 2," 

Mr. Wood. Let them be admitted, but I did not understand whether 
he recognized the photographs or not, 

Mr. Bedacht. I do not remember ever having known this man. 

(The photostats above referred to, marked "Badacht Exhibit 2," are 
hied in connection with this transcript. ) 

Mr, TAVEtfirm Mr. Bedacht, I show you photostatic copy of a 
passport application dated September 12, 1930, and signed by an 
individual named Ksavier Augustus Szpokas, together with photo- 
stat of application for renewal of passport, signed by the same name 
under date of September 19, 1932. Can you identify the individual 
whose photograph appears on the last sheet? 

Mr, Bedacht. No. I do not know that man. They seem all to look 
alike to me* 

Mr. Tavenner, Mr, Chairman, these applications for passport and 
passport renewal were likewise obtained by subpena from the State 
Department. I desire to offer them in evidence and ask that they be 
marked "Bedacht exhibit 3." 

Mi\ Wood, Let them be admitted. 

(The photostats above referred to, marked "Badacht Exhibit 3 " 
are filed in connection with this transcript.) 

Mr, TAVENNm Mr. Bedacht, you have stated that the picture on 
each of these passport applications appears to be a picture of the same 
individual? 

Mr. Bedacht. They look alike to me. 

Mr. Tavenner, Mr, Chairman, Albert Feierabend, alias Kreitz, 
alias Szpokas, was arrested in New York City on April 10, 1933, and 
subsequently pleaded guilty to a charge of passport Jraud. He was 
lined $1,000 and placed on probation for 2 years, 

Mr. Mouldek. Is the witness acquainted with any of the persons 
whose names appear on the passports? 

Mr, Taven;ner, Nq. He testified the name Feierabend was familiar 
to him, but the other names, of Kreitz and Szpokas, were not, and he 
was unable to identify the photographs. 

Mr. Wood. Let me ask you this question at this point: Have you 
ever had any acquaintance with anybody who went under the name 
of Feierabend? 

Mr. Redacho 1 . No, The name I have heard. I cannot remember in , 
what connection* 

Mr. Wood. But you never met the man who bore that name? 

Mr. Bedacht. This man, no; not to my knowledge. I have met 
many people in my life, and I could not swear I never met him, but to 
my recollection I never saw that man. 

Mr, Tavennek, Do you know whether your hearing of the name 
Feierabend was in connection with some Gommunist activity? 
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Mr. ^Bedacht. No ; I couldn't say. The name pounds as if I had 
heard it before. It is a German word. I have heard it often, and. 
probably also somebody I knew at one time or another had that 
name ; but I cannot remember. 

Mr. TavennUr. This may refresh your recollection. Albert Feier- 
abend was arrested in 1933. He had just arrived from Europe, and 
he was found to be carrying $28,700 in United States currency. Do 
you recall anything regarding his arrest? 

Mr. Bedacht. If he had left some of that money on my doorstep I 
might have remembered, but I certainly don't. 

Mr. Tavenner. At the time of Mr. Feierabend's arrest, he was also 
found to be carrying a small white ribbon with an inscription readr 
ing as follows : 

July 18, 1930 #12C 
The bearer of this credential is thoroly trustworthy and should be given all 
possible support so that he may effectively accomplish the mission he is engaged 
in. 

Fraternally yours, 

(Signed) Max Bedacht 

(For the Secretariat). 

Mr. Bedacht. I still don't remember him. I haye signed such rib- 
bons when they were presented to me, and that is that. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you a photostatic copy of the ribbon and ask 
you to examine it and see if that refreshes your recollection. 

Mr. Bedacht. It is my signature. 

Mr. Moulder. Did he say it is his signature? 

Mr. Tavenner.. Yes. 

Mr. Chairman, I desire to offer in evidence this photostatic copy 
of a ribbon, and I ask that it be- marked "Bedacht Exhibit 4." 
Mr. Wood. Let it be admitted. 

(The photostat above referred to, marked "Bedacht Exhibit 4,". 
is filed in connection with this transcript.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Bedacht, that is your signature. What was the 
purpose of issuing that notation over your signature for the Secre- 
tariat? 

Mr. Bedacht. When people were sent to represent the Party, let's 
say in the Comintern, they got a credential to be identified, and that 
is one of them. I had credentials like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, a person coming to the United 
States from a foreign country who is a member of the Communist 
Party would be given a credential somewhat similar to that ? * 

Mr; Bedacht. JSTot coming from a foreign country; members of the 
party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Explain that a little more in detail. 

Mr. Bedacht. Members of the party, if they were delegated to, rep- 
resent the l>arty anywhere, then they were given a credential. This 
credential, if it was a question of representing the party across the 
sea, was a very little thing, while it may have been a more detailed 
document if it was for representation here in. a convention or commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Motoder. May I clarify my mirid as to this exhibit 4, which has 
a certification which he says Jie signed Who had this in his possession ? 
Mr: Tavenner. Albert Feierabend, at tlte time of hiis arrest. 
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Mr; MouLDERi And that is the person this witness says he was hot 
acquainted with at that time? 
Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 
Mr. Moulder. Will you pursue that? 

Mr; Tavenner. Yes. Mr. Bedacht, do you not recall now* after see- 
ing this certification or identification, more about Mr. Feierabend? 

Mr. Bedacht. I do not. I still do not remember him. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you give the committee any information as to, 
the purpose of the delivery of this particular certification on July 
18, 1930, to Mr. Feierabend? 

Mr. Bedaoht. No; It was thevperiod in which I was acting secretary, 
and by virtue of my position as secretary I signed it, but, as I said, I 
signed many. I do not know that I ever saw the man. I certainty 
cannot remember him. 

Mr. Tavenner. Does the date July 18, 1930, call anything^? your 
mind as-to the reasons for the issuance of identification certificates at 
that time? 

Mr. Bedaoht. Not particularly, July 1930. 
Mr. Tavenner. July 18, 1930. 

Mr. Bedaoht. The date means nothing to me. It is just one of many. 
Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Bedacht, are you acquainted with an individual 
by the name of Nicholas Dozenberg? 
Mr. Bedaoht. I did know Mm. 
Mr. Tavenner. You did know him? 
Mr. Bedacht. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you a member of the central control commis- 
sion of the Communist Party in the year 1928 ? 

Mr. Bedacht. I don't know that I was. I don't think so. I was a 
member of the executive committee. I don't remember ever having 
been a member of the control commission. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether or not Nicholas Dozenberg. 
was ever assigned duties by the Soviet military intelligence? 

Mr. Bedacht. That I do not know. I knew him when he worked 
in the office of the Communist Party. He was taking care of the work 
there like shaving cylinders used on a dictaphone, or whatever you call 
it, and things of that sort- 
Mr. Tavenner. Were you at that time a member of the central com- 
mittee, of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Bedacht. I think I was. I was almost continuously, from the 
beginning of the party up to the early thirties. 

Mr. Tavenner; As a member of the central committee, would you 
not have information as to the particular assignments given Nicholas 
Dozenberg? 

Mr. Bedacht. The central committee of the -party, to my knowledge 
and during my participation in its work,, never gave any assignment 
for military information or for any other information. 

Mr.. Tavenner. But wouldn't you know of the fact that assign- 
ments had been made for that purpose ? 

Mr. Bedacht. I would if such assignments were made. I don't 
think they would have been made behind my back. 

Mr. Tavenner. I am not speaking of making such assignments by 
the committee, but if they had been made by the central control com- 
mission, would you have known of it ? 
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Mr. Bedacht. Tlie central control commissiotfftacl n'oWch function. 
The central control commission'wa^M appeal'body, and^a body tocon- 
trol and-supervise fiAances l -and ; tliings of thafcsort. * • " - ' ' * 

Mr. Tayenner. What unit within*the;Co^

I have iio* doubt 
about it. But I don't know of my own knowledge. I had no* contact 
with them. 4 i ™ 

Mr. Taven^ter: Is* it not true that Nicholas Dozenberg severed all 
open connections with the- Obmmuiiist Party in the Jate'1920's ? m 

Mr. Bedach^. He left the couiitry, to my recollection, without being 
sent by the party, and that would naturally sever his connections. 

Mr. Tavenner. But wasn't his connection severed before he left " 
this country? ,. v * x 

Mr: Bedacht. I know of no formal way of that being done. * 

Mr. TXvenner. Wasn't it done; in fact, so that Dozenberg could 1 
work .exclusively on S.oviet military intelligence matters ? 

Mr: Bedacht. I know nothing 'df that. - 1 4 * 
- Mr. Tavekner. Were, you .ever acquainted with an individual by

Mr. Bedacht. Tilton?

Mr. Tavenner. 'What organizations are you affiliated with at -the 
present time, Mr. Bedacht? , , 

Mr. Bedacht. I am affiliated with thelriternational Workers' Order. 
I have been for many years. As a member, you mean ?

Mr, Bedacht, I Joined -the, Himterdon County Board of Agricut 
ture; neighborhood cooperatives, eggrseliing cooperatives.

I believe there are- no further questions to ask in open session, 
Mr Moulder, On exhibit 4 you referred to a mission. What mission 
was that ? 

Mr. Bedacht. I have no recollection of this thing, I know I signed 
m^any credentials, and this was one of them, but.

Mr, Bedacht, If any credentials were signed, they were signed

Mr, MomoEit, And now you say you don't recall what that mission

Mr. Bedacht. No, I have no recollection of the man or this particu- 
lar credential 

Mr. Moulder. What were your functions and duties when you were 
acting as director of agitation? 

Mr. BEDACim To -get out pamphlets,, and to organize party schools 
an iu- gS SOrL ^Pag^da is education, mostly, 

Mr. Wood, I understood you to say you knew of no authority within 
the party in America who designated the people to whom you issued 
certificates of identification, naming them to perform any functions 
Where did that authority come from? 

Mr. Bedacht, It certainly did not exist within the partv and its 
committees. 

Mr, Wood^ Then how would yon know to whom to issue a certificate 
ox identification such as contained in exhibit 4 ? 

■Mr, Bedacht, He obviously w^s givfcn a certificate in connection with 
some mission, 

Mr, Wood, But who named him tor that mission ? 

Mr, Bedacht, Either the committee of which I was secretarv or a 
district committee who asked for it for him, 

Mr. Wood, Let us talk about it from the general policy standpoint 
Xou were issuing these certificates of identification at the time you 
were acting as secretary. Did you issue .them to anybody who wanted 
tliem, or to people whose names were given you ? 

Mr. Bedacht. I issued them to the people whose need of carrying 
on$ was'deeided by the committee of which 1 was secretary. * 

Mr. Wood Who determined that need for an individual fep^iorm 
anyimssion? Did you decide that I - 
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Mr. Bedaoht. No. For instance, there was a meeting of the Com- 
munist International Committee. When a delegate was elected I was 
instructed to issue him credentials. 

Mr. Wood. You were instructed by whom? 

Mr. Bedaoht. By the executive committee or secretariat. 

Mr. Wood. J ust whom did you take your instructions from in issuing 
these credentials? 

Mr. Bedaoht. I was a part of the committee, and it devolved 
upon me, by virtue of my position as an official of the committee, when 
the committee decided to send John Bro\yn td Moscow, to issue him a 
credential. 

Mr. Wood. When you issued a credential such as exhibit 4, did you 
always know of your own knowledge that that particular individual 
had been approved by some authority in the party, or was it done on 
the word of somebody ? 

Mr. Bedacht. It was done on the word of somebody, such as when 
a district committee decided somebody had to have a credential. Dis- 
trict committees could not issue credentials. They had to apply to the 
central committee. 

Mr. Wood. Did any instructions to issue such, certificates as exhibit 
4 ever come to youi rom outside the United States ? 

Mr. Bedacht. It* never did. Nobody outside the United States ever 
approached me with a request of that sort. s - 

Mr.. Tavenner., What was the exact name of the. committee of which 
you were the acting secretary? 1 , , 

Mr* Bedaoht. At that time we called it the secretariat. 

Mr. Tavenner. It was termed the secretariat? 

Mr. Bedacht; Yes. It was a subcommittee of the national com-' 
mittee of the party; The national committee of the party, being made 
Up of people all over the country^ could not always be in session. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who composed that committee in July 1930? . 

Mr. Bedaoht. Oh, how should, I know? 

Mr. Tavenner. You served as acting secretary only a few months? 
Mr. Bedaoht. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. You should be able to recall who were members of * 
that committee -and gave you directions during that period of. a few 
months.. 

Mr. Bedaoht. At this'period of time we were in estate of transition, , 
and <Ikdon?t know anyone. Maybe Foster. I remember him. Maybe 
he and Browder were members of the secretariat. I don't remember: 

Mr. Tavenner. How many on the committee gave you directions? 

Mr. Bedacht. I don't think inpre than five or six. 

Mr. Tavennbr. Five or six. Let's see if you can't name them. 

Mr.. Bedaoht.. As I fold you, at that time the party was in a period 
of transition. That is why I became secretary. Lovestone had been 
secretary, and there was a conflict, and in the period between that alid 
a convention! acted.as secretary for afew months. 

Mr. Tavenner. You certainly should be able to remember who were 
associated with you In that work in that period of a few months. 

Mr. Bedacht. But, frankly, I don't remember. I said I thought 
Browder was a member, but on second thought I don't believe he was 
in the country at the time. So I don't remember. 
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- Mr, Tavenner. How long were you a member of the committee in 
any capacity? 
Mr. Bedacht. A member of the committee? 
Mr, Tavenner, Yes. 

Mr, Bedacht* Well; it wasn't always the same committee. We had 
at one'time a politburo* It performed the same f junctions. Tlienit 
became the secretariat, made up of the secretaries of the different de- 
partments, I was in the agit-prop department and was then elected 
the secretary* 

Mr. Tavenner. Then the persons who made up that committee were 
secretaries? 

Mr. Bedacht* Yes* They had some function in the national office. 
That is why they were always there* And the committee was made 
up of people who were always there* 

Mr. Tavenner, But you can't remember the names of any of them? 

Mr. Bedacht* Not at that particular time* 

Mr. Tavenner* Suppose you tell us the names of all who served on 
that committee with you at any time. 

Mr. Bedacht. I remember those who were in the leadership of the- 
party, such as Foster and Browder and Lovestone and Gritlow. 

Mr. + Tavenner* Please name all the persons who served on that 
committee with you. 

Mr. Bisdacht. I couldn't remember all the persons. 

Mr. Tavenner. Name all you can. You have only named three. , 

Mr. Bedacht. That is ail I remember. 

Mr. Tavenner. As a member of that committee, did you investigate 
to determine whether or not Feierabend was traveling under fraudu- 
lent passports when you gave him this identification certificate ? 

Mr. Bedacht. I probably did not see him when I signed that ribbon. 
That ribbon was typed outside and given to me foT signing, and that 
is all. I certainly had no interview with -him that Itnow of* 

Mr. Tavenner. When you are giving an identification to a person 
traveling on a mission overseas, wouldn't you interest yourself an 
whetherhe was traveling fraudulently before you issued him an iden- 
tification? 

Mr. Bedacht. I took it for granted when a ribbon was presented tb> 
me for signature it was all right. I had no occasion to investigate 
each and every one. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you know at that time that Feierabend was en- 
gaged in espionage with Nicholas Dozenberg? 

Mr. Bedacht. I certainly did not* 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know where Mr. Feierabend is at this time % 
Mr. Bedacht. I have not the slightest idea* I don't remember him 

from then, and haven't seen him since then, if I did see him then. 
Mr. Tavenner. No further questions. I would like to have a 

closed session, 

Mr* Wood. This ends the open session^ ladies and gentlemen. The 
subcommittee will go into executive session. 

(Thereupon, at 11 : 45 a. m. on Tuesday, November 8, 1949, the sub- 
committee went into executive session.)

Committee members present: Representatives John S. Wood and 
Morgan M. Moulder. 

Staff members present: Frank S. Tavenner, Jr., counsel; Louis J. 
Russell, senior investigator; Benjamin Mandel ?l director of research; 
John W. Carrington, clerk ; and A. S. Poore, editor. 

(Mr, Max. Bedacht, having been duly sworn by the chairman pre- 
ceding the giving of his. testimony in the public session on this same 
date, was interrogated in executive, session and testified further as, 
follows :) 

TESTIMONY OE MAX BEDACHT * 

Mr. Wood, I suppose you understand, Mr. Bedacht, in executive 
session the testimony is confidential to the committee only. You spollte 
a while ago of having made several trips to Russia- during the time 
you were acting as a* fcnctionary, lv and particularly as secretary, of the 
party. What was the purpose of your visits to Russia,? 

Mr; Bedacht. I didn't, get the question. 

Mr. Wood. What was the purpose of your various visits to Russia-? 

Mr. Bedacht. I was elected as a delegate to. the Congress of the 
Communist International. 

Mr. Wood. That was the seconder third congress ? 

Mr, Bedacht. Third congress. And I was elected by the national 
executive committee as a delegate to the fourth congress. 

Mr. Wood. All -together^ how many trips did you make to Russia,? 
^Mr. BEpAcHT. Probably four. ^ 

Mr. Wood. And each time you went, you went a,s a functionary of 
the party here in America ?, 
Mr. Bedacht. I went as. a delegate from America. 
Mr. Wood. You had no other mission at all except-that? 
Mr. Bedacht. I had no other mission. 

Mr. Wood. Those four visits you made, approximately of what du r 
ration were they over there ? Approximately what length of time did 
you spend there? 
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Mr. Bedacht. During the duration of the meeting to which I was 
delegated. And I was elected to the executive committee of the Comin- 
tern, I believe at the fourth congress, and then I stayed there a few 
months to act on the executive committee. 

Mr. Wood. In number, about what was the membership of the 
executive committee? * 

Mr. Bedacht. The executive committee was made up of representa- 
tives of different parties. 

Mr. Wood. And in number about how many were on the executive 
committee? 

Mr. Bedacht. There was at least one from each party, and there was 
a Communist Party in each country. 

Mr. Wood. Could you give an estimate of the number? 

Mr. Bedacht. When full meetings were held there were several 
hundreds. 

Mr. Wood. When you attended those congresses as a delegate from 
America, about what was the normal membership of those meetings? 
Mr. Bedacht. In the congresses? 
Mr. Wood.. Yes. " 

Mr, Bedacht. Well, at the third congress there were probably 400, 
or 500 delegates, and at the fourth congress maybe a like number.. 

Mr. Wood. How many of those were from the States? 

Mr. Bedacht. From the United States? 
' Mr. Wood. Yes. 

Mr. Bedacht. There were only two or three at the first congress. 

Mr. Wood. And about how many at the fourth* congress? 

Mr. Bedacht. Not the first congress— at the first congress there 
was no one I know of from America. At the second congress there 
was Jack Reed and Louis Fraina, I believe. At the third congress 
there was myself. There were some members of the party who had 
been members of the party and who had meanwhile gone back home. 
They acted also in the delegation. Hurwitz and two or three more. 

,Mr. Wood. You are speaking of the third congress* which you 
attended? 

Mr. Bedacht. Yes. ■ . • « 

Mr. Wood. Do you remember anyone from the United States at that 

Congress except you and the party you named ? 
Mr. Bedacht. There was one elected at the convention but he never 

did go. 

Mr. Wood. How many from America were at the fourth congress? 

Mr. Bedacht. I would have to look into the minutes to refresh my 
memory. I just can't remember offhand. The minutes are public 
records. You c^n look them up yourself , too; 

Mr. Wood. How many from America were on the executive com-* 
mittee of the Comintern when you were serving on it ? . 

Mr. Bedacht. On the executive committee that served throughout, 
tlieire was only one. 

Mr. Wood. 'That- was you? 

Mr. Bedacht. While I was there that was me. 

Mr. Wood. That is all. 

Mr. Tavenner. I would like to pursue just a little further the matter 
of the secretariat of which we spoke a while<&go. How was the secre- 
tariat formed? 
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Mr. Bedacht. It was elected by the national committee. The na- 
tional committee as a whole leaves a permanent committee to carry 
but its work At one time it was called the politburo, then it became 
the secretariat, because it was composed of people who worked in the 
national office and had different functions, were secretaries of the de- 
partments. - 

Mr. Taveitofer; Secretaries of which departments ? 

Mr. Bedacht. There was the general secretary ; the secretary of the 
agit-prop department; the secretary of the work in the trade-unions.; 
organization Secretary ; I guess that, is about all. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you at one time or another in contact with the 
following representative from Moscow:. Ewart, E-w-a-r-t? 

Mr. Bedacht. I remember an Ewart I met in Moscow, but I don't 
remember he was ever here. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you meet him here in this- country? 

Mr. Bedacht. I don't remember. 

Mr. Taven^r. As a representative from Moscow? 

Mr. Bedacht. I have no recollection. 

Mr. Tavenner. Pepper ? 1 . # . • ■ 

Mr. Bedacht. Pepper,, yes, I remember him. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you meet him here in this country when he was 
a representative from Moscow? t 

Mr, Bedacht. I believ'e he was here in America for a while and 
worked with us, but as representative, I don't know. 

Mr. Tavenner. Pepper was the Comintern representative, was he 
not ? 

Mr. Bedacht. I know he worked ydth us, but I don't know whether 
he had the position as a representative. m 

Mr. Tavenner. When he worked with you, didn't he give you direc- 
tions as to what should be done in this country ? 

Mr. Bedacht. There was ho such thing as direction. The executive 
committee directed, and whoever worked with the executive committee 
had to accept the decisions tkat were made. # . 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Pepper work with the executive committee? 

Mr. Bedacht. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is all. 

Mr. Moulder. May I ask one question? 

Mr. Wood. Mr. Moulder. 

Mr. Mctoder. Does the Communist Party in this country keep a 
record of its membership? 

Mr. Bedacht. Not in a central body, and, frankly, I dont even

Mr. Wood. Thank you very much, Mr. Bedacht. 
Mr. Tavenner. Dr. Burtan.

Dr. Burtan. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Wood. Have a seat. 

TESTIMONY OF WIHJAM GREGORY BURTAN 

^ Mr. Tavenner. Dr. Burtan, the committee desires your cooperation 
in obtaining certain information relating to events and persons, which 
will be brought out in my questions. 

Will you state your full name, please? 

Dr. Burtan. William Gregory Burtan. 

Mr, Tavenner. What is your present address ? 

Dr. Burtan. 260 West Seventy-second Street, New York City. 

Mr. Tavenner. In what occupation are you engaged ? 

Dr. Burtan. Eight now I am doing medical clerical work in the 
Union Health Center of the International Ladies' Garment Workers 
Union. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you a doctor? 

Dr. Burtan. I was, yes. I haven't my license now. 

Mr, Wood. I didn't get the last sentence. 

Dr. Burtan. My license has been revoked. 

Mr. Wood. You are a doctor of medicine ? 

Dr. Burtan. Yes. 

Mr. Wood. What school did you attend ? 

. Dr. Burtan. New York University, Bellevue Medical College. 
Mr. Wood. How long did you practice medicine ? 
Dr. Burtan. In 1923 1 graduated. 
Mr. Wood. When was your license suspended ? 
Dr. Burtan. It was revoked in 1936, 1 believe. 
Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born? 
Dr. Burtan. I was born in Russia in .1900, September 25, and came 
to this country in 1907. 
Mr. Tavenner. When were you naturalized ? 
Dr. Burtan. When I was 21 ; about 1921. 
Mr. Tavenner. July 1921? 
Dr. Burtan. I guess that is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you acquainted with Nicholas Dozenberg? 
Dr. Burtan. Yes ; I am. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you know at the time you knew Nicholas Dozen- 
berg that he was a Soviet agent ? 
Dr. Burtan. I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you at one time connected with the American- 
Rumanian Film Corp. as its vice president? 

Dr. Burtan. I don't think I held a position with the corporation. I 
helped organize it, but I don't believe I was on the board of directors. 

Mr. Tavenner. In what way did you help organize it? 

Dr. Burtan. Bygetting people to help form it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was Nicholas Dozenberg the president of this 
company? 

Dr.. Burtan. Either he or his wife. That is an item that was un- 
important, so I don't remember. 
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V Mr. Tavenner. Nich6las, Dozenberg was actively engaged in the* 
establishment of that corporation, was he not? ^ 

Dr. Burtan. Yes. He was the instigator of it. 

Mr; Wood. What is the name of the corporation? 

Mr. Tavenner. The American-Rumanian Film Corp. 

Were you at that time*a member of the Communist Party? 

Dr. Burtan. I was not. I was a member of the same group that Mr, 
Mandel was, the Lovestone group. I had been expelled in 1929. 

Mr. Tavenner. When was that corporation organized? 

Dr. Burtan. I think in 1931, if my recollection is right. . 

Mr. Tavenner. In 1933 I believe you were arrested by the United 
States Secret Service in New York City on a charge of possession 
and passing of counterfeit bills? 

Dr v Burtan. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenne*. How much counterfeit money did you have in your 
possession at that time? 
' Dr. Burtan. None. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, wh'en I speak of possession lam not referring 
^particularly to having it in your pocket or on your person, but how 
much counterfeit money was involved in the matter relating to your 
arrest? 

Dr. Burtan. Approximately $100,000. 

Mr. Tavenner. About $100,000? - ' 

Dr. Burtan. Approximately, in counterfeit bills. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where was this counterfeit money printed? 

Dr. Burtan. That is a mystery to me. I can only repeat what 
Dozenberg informed me. I was never a principal agent in the thing. 
As he informed me, it was made in Berlin ; and subsequently, in • 
talking to Secret Service agents, they seemed to believe the same thing. 

Mr. Tavenner. Suppose you tell us the entire story about Dozen- 
berg's connection and your connection with that counterfeit enter- 
prise? 

Dr. Burtan. Well, Dozenberg had been passing that money all over 
the world, and he proposed to me that I should help him in getting 
this money converted in large blocks. At that time I was acquainted 
with a German, Hans Daschan Von Buelow. 
' Mr. Tavenner. Will you spell that, please? 

Dr. Burtan. V-o-n B-u-e-l-o-w. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is there an "1" in the. name ? 

Dr. Burtan. Yes. That is a famous German name, historical 
name. The proposition given to him was that he should help pass 
this money. I had been acquainted with him a year or a year and 
a. half. He had no job ; he had no means of support. I used to help 
him out. He was a good companion. He used to come to my office 
almost every day. We used to have dinner together almost every day. 
He was a very interesting fellow. ^ He was an adventurer of the world 
and knew everybody and everything. 

When he. was shown these bills, his idea was they should be given 
to the Finance Minister of Guatemala, with whom he was well ac- 
quainted—this is the story given to me — and this Finance Minister 
would be able to put these bills in a safe and take out Guatemalan 
money or good American money, and he believed these 1 bills would not 
be seen for many years ; and, of course, he would give us a part of the 
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money, a certain percentage of it, That was the scheme originally 
advanced by Von Buelow. 
Mr. Tatonner. Was Von Buelow a Communist? 
Dr. Buktan, No. As a matter of fact, I believe he was a Nazi, He 
used to advocate Hitler's views, which made no difference to me at 
that time. Very little was known, of Hitler at that time, 
Mr. Tayeniter. Was Dozenberg at that time a. Communist? 
Dr. Bhutan. He was alleged to be one. As far as I knew he was 
one. The reason why he trusted me so much was because he was a 
sympathizer of our group. At that time there were many old-timers 
who were still members of the Communist Party but were sympa- 
thetic to us who had been expelled, in one way or another, and as 
far as I knew he was considered a Communist. 

After this thing failed, it seemed that Von Buelow, without my 
knowledge, really had another scheme in mind. Somehow or another 
the matter failed in Guatemala ; he never did meet the Finance Min- 
ister. He had shown me cables supposedly from the Finance Minister, 
-His< other scheme was to pass it in Chicago. I knew nothing about it. 
He had a friend there by the name of Smiley, who was a private deT 
-tcctiye, and through Smiley it seems Van .Buelow engaged a number 
of underground characters. These underground characters distrib- 
uted the money. This was without my knowledge. I didn't learn of it 
until at my trial, Wlien one of these underground characters was 
caught he told the Secret Service where he got the money. At the 
trial there were about six or seven people who testified ahead of me 
whom I did not know. Each one said he got it from the other man. It 
.was sort of a chain of events. Finally it came down to me. When I 
was asked where I got the money, I did not testify to that, I was really 
protecting Dozenberg. 

+ Mr, Tavenster, What was the purpose of passing these counterfeit 
bills? What was to be done with the money? 

Dr, Bhutan, The money which I was to get, part of it I was going 
■to turn over to Dozenberg, who would finance himself, Ms enterprises, 
-and part of it was to go to the Lovestone group. 
Mr. Tavenner. You say part of it was to go where ? 
Dr. Btjrtau, To the Lovestone group, for expenses, 
Mr. Tavenotir. You said that DozenWg was to use part of it for 
the financing of his enterprises. What enterprises do you refer to % 

Dr, Buotan. Well, at that time I don't remember whether we had 
'already formed the American-Rumanian Kim Corp, or not,, but we 
were going to form it. His idea was to form various fronts for his 
activities, and that is all I knew, ^ I was not to be asking questions, 
- Mr. Tavenhek* His activities in what connection? 

Dr. Bhutan, At that time he told me he was going to go to Rumania 
to do some espionage work there. 
Mr. Tayen;kfer, For what government? 

Dr. Buhtan. For the Soviet Government. But I was out of the 
Communist Party. I was not primarily interested in the Communist 
Party or m the Soviet Government at that time. As a matter of fact, 
we were fighting the regime that was in charge, 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you carried on correspondence with the Ca- 
nadian Eadinm & Uranium Corp, at any time ? 

Dr. Burtan, Never. 
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Mr. Taveistster. Have you conferred in person with any member of 
v that corporation ? 

Dr. Btjrtan. The only thing I can tell you is this: I knew Dr. 
Tomarkin away back in the days of my youth when I was a student. 
He came from Italy, and was a stanch Mussolini supporter at that 
time. That was in 1923, 1924, or 1925". I did him a lot of personal 
favors, and I did some medical research work with him. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you spell his name, please? 

Dr. Btjrtan. T-o-m-a-r-k-i-n. Dr. Tomarkin -used to have some hot 
arguments with me against communism. So don't get the impression 
he was a Communist. When I came out of jail Dr. Tomarkin still 
remembered me very closely, because we used to be very close in those 
years, and at this time he had organized a corporation that was manu- 
facturing and selling a waterproofing compound, and they were mak- 
ing quite a good deal % of money. Also, he was working for the 
Canadian Radium Corp. He knew the president, Bregel. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you spell that name, please? 

Dr. Btjrtan. I don't know how to spell it. I met him through Dr. 
Tomarkin, but know him very slightly. At one time he was going to 
try to get me a job there, because I was in need of a job when I came 
out of prison. Subsequently he gave me a job as sanitary officer a£ 
Aquilla. I had lost my license, but was working under another doctor. 
For that I am very thankful to him, because he gave me a chance to 
make a living. I had no other connection with the Canadian Badium 
Corp. cither than just to meet Mr. Pregel for a few minutes. 

Sir. Tavenner. You do have knowledge, do you not, that this is the 
concern which sold uranium nitrates and oxides to the Soviet Govern- 
ment in 1943? 

Dr. Btjrtan. No. At that time I didn't know Mr. Pregel. I met 
Pregel only a few months ago. I do recall the Canadian- Radium 
Corp. at one time was in the papers as having sold uranium, and the 
Government told them to stop selling it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you acquainted with Max Bedacht, who was a 
witness here this morning? 

Dr. BuRTA3sr. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenster. How long have you known him? t 

Dr. BpRTAN. I haven't known him these past 17 or 18 years, but I 
knew him before that. Don't forget I was in jail for 10 years, and 
since then I have had no contacts. 

Mr. Tavejoter. Did Max Bedacht have any connection with Dozen- 
berg's activities, in the sense of assigning duties -to him? 

Dr. Btjrtaet. None that I know of. If ne had, I .am sure they would 
not tell me about it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Max Bedacht ever give you directions or 
orders? 

' Dr. Btjrtan. No. He couldn't give me orders. He could ask my 
assistance. 

Mr. Tavenner. Has he ever asked your assistance? 

Dr. Btjrtan. Yes. 

Mr. TFavenner. In what matters? 

Dr. Btjrtan. In the matter of the counterfeit bills, and in the matter 
of the American-Rumanian Film Corp. 
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Mr. Tavenner. I believe you misunderstood me. I asked did Max ? 
Bedacht ever make any request of you? Are you speaking of Max' 
Bedacht? 

Dr. Burtan. No. Max Bedacht never asked me and never could, 
-because I was not a functionary of the party. 

Mr. Tavenner. You stated you knew that Dozenberg was a Soviet 
agent. How did you acquire that knowledge? 

Dr. Burtan. Ite told me so himself. I mean, his activities were 
such. Just for a man to tell you that would not be sufficient. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you acquainted with Jack Stachel, who was 
recently convicted in Federal court in New York City? 

Dr. Burtan. I was in the old days. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you acquainted with Gaik Ovakimian, O-v-a- 
k-i-m-i-a-n? 

Dr. Burtan. It doesn't strike any recollection. 

Mr. Tavenner. I show you a photograph of Gaik Ovakimian and 
ask if you can identify the photograph as being of a person you know ? 

Dr. Burtan. No; I have no recollection of him at all. I hope you 
are not under a misapprehension as to my connection. I was not in 
the midst of any of those things. I was on the fringes. I was only 
asked to help, which meant that I would not be introduced to people 
who were agents or anything like that. I wouldn't be a man who was 
trusted to a degree that I would be right in things. So that a lot of 
these people I would never possibly meet. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell the committee the names of all persons 
who conferred with you at any time regarding the counterfeit money? 

Dr. Burtan. What do you mean? How to pass them, how to dis- 
pose of them? 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Dr. Burtan. Only Dozenberg and Von Buelow. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did any other persons solicit your entering into this 
plan, or talk to you about it, besides those two persons ? 

Dr. Burtan. No. If I had thought there were more than one or two 
people I never would have touched it with a 10-foot pole. 

Mr. Wood. Who got those counterfeit bills into the hands of the 
people who actually passed thorn in Chicago? 

Dr. Burtan. That . I don't know, except what came out in the trial. 
Smiley was the one who passed them to those people. 

Mr. Wood. You didn't pass them to those people? 

Dr. Burtan. No; I didn't even know the people. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you deliver them to Smiley? 

Dr. Burtan. No ; that was a lie Smiley told on the stand. I de- 
livered them to Von Buelow. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was Von Buelow tried? 

I)r. Burtan. He wasn't tried with me. There was a severance of 
_ trials. That is all hearsay. He was subsequently tried and released 
' after 1 hour in jail, or something like that. He acted as a Govern- 
ment witness. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you cooperate with the Government during the 
course of the trial, or is this the first time these facts have been dis- 
closed? 

Dr. Burtan. The FBI knew the facts since 1939, 1 believe, when 
Dozenberg came to jail in Lewisburg. 
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Mr. Tavenner. When did you first tell any Government agency the 
real facts in the case? 

Dr. Burtan. About 1939. I think Dozenberg gave the FBI a state- 
ment also, and I gave one. 

Mr. Wood. Was Dozenberg prosecuted for this counterfeit activity? 

Dr. Burtan. No ; he was never prosecuted for that. He was sent 
to Lewisburg on a false passport charge. I was there already. 

Mr. Wood. Even after you divulged the information to the FBI you 
are divulging now, Dozenberg was not prosecuted ? * 

Dr. Burtan. Not to my knowledge. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know when Dozenberg was released from 
Lewisburg? 

Dr. Burtan. He did a year and a day, which means he did 9 months 
and 18 days. I can't recall whether it was 1939 or 1940 when he came 
in. 

Mr. Tavenner. What I am getting at is, did he serve his sentence 
after you had made known to the FBI the facts as you have told them 
here? 

Dr. Burtan. He was there in jail when the FBI received the report. 
Mr. Tavenner. How long before that had the passing of this money 
taken place? 

Dr. Burtan. 1932. I believe the statute of limitations applied. 
Mr. Wood. Was Dozenberg a witness at your trial? 
Dr. Burtan. No. . 

Mr. Tavenner. No further questions, 

Mr. Wood.> Mr. Moulder? 

Mr. Moulder. No further questions. 

Mr., Wood. I have no further questions, Doctor. Thank you. 
(Thereupon, at 12:25 p. m., the hearing was adjourned.)

TESTIMONY OF WILLIAM M. DISCH 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state your full name, please ? 
Mr. Disch. William M. Disch, D-i-s-c-h. 
Mr. Tavenner. What is your present address ? 
Mr. Disoh. 6208 Eighty-fourth Street, Elmhurst, Long Island, 
N. Y. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Disch, will you briefly state your occupational 
background for the committee? 
Mr. Disoh. I am electrical draftsman for the Anna Corp. 
Mr. Moulder. What corporation? 
Mr. Disoh. Arma, A-r-m-a: 

Mr. Moulder. Will you speak distinctly, Mr. Disch, so we can hear 
what you say? 

Mr. Disoh. I have been employed by this company for the past 25 
years. 

Mr. Tavenner. In what type of work was that company engaged 
in 1931? 

Mr. Disoh. They were engaged in naval instrument work, such as 
fire control, gyrocompass ; very secretive work. 
Mr. Tavenner. You were working for that company at that time? 
Mr. Disoh. I was ; yes, sir, 

Mr. Tavenner. Where was the company's place of business located? 
Mr. Disoh. 254= Thirty-sixth Street,.Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Mr. Tavenner. When did you first become employed by that com- 
pany? 

Mr. Disoh. In May 1925. 

Mr. Tavenner. And your employment continued how long? 

Mr. Disoh. It continued up until 1944, then I went into business for 
myself, and was reemployed this year. 

Mr. Tavenner. In your employment from 1925 on up through the 
year 1931, what was the general character of your employment? 

Mr. Disch. My employment at that time was designing instruments 
for fire control f or naval work. 

Mr. Tavenner. While working there, did, you hecome acquainted 
with a Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Kantor ? 

Mr.D^soH. Yes jl did. 

Mr: Tavenner. Will you tell the committee your associations with 
Mr. and Mrs. Kantor? 

Mr. Moulder. May I ask how you spell that name? 

Mr. Disoh. I think it is K-a-n-t-o-r. Mr. Kantor was employed by 
the Arma Corp. as chief draftsman, and we used to have a lot of 
social activities, myself and Samuel Kantor and other members of the 
drafting department. We used to go to his home and we used to go 
out and do a little drinking now and then,. Mr. Sam Kantor was with 
the Arma Corp. up until about 1930. 

Mr. Moulder. I don't believe we can hear you very clearly, Mr. 
Disch. Will you speak a little louder ? 

Mr. Disoh. I will. 
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Mr. Tavenner. You say Mr. Kantor was employed by .the Arma 
Corp. until about 1930? . 
Mr. Disch. About 1930 ; yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Mr. Kantor have access to the same classified 
and confidential information that you had access to? 

Mr. Disch. Yes; he did. He had access to all the confidential 
specifications, drawings, and contracts. 

Mr. Moulder. Specifications, drawings, and contracts? 

Mr. Disch. Yes. - 

Mr. Moulder. Of what? 

Mr. Disch., Of all fire control contracts, gyrocompass contracts, all 
pertaining to the secretive work we were doing for the Government. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where did Mr. Kantor go after leaving the employ 
of the Arma Corp. in 1930, as far as you know ? 

Mr. Disch. As far as I know, Mrs. Kantor told me he went to 
England. That is as far as I know. 

Mr. Tavenner. What contact did you have, after Mr. Kantor left, 
with Mrs. Kantor, if any? 

Mr. Disch. Sometime very; early in 1931 she wrote me a letter, and 
it was delivered to me by a friend of Mr. Kantor who was employed in 
the machine Shop at the Arma Corp., asking me to come and see her 
as she would like to talk to me about something. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you go ? 

Mr. Disch. I did go ; yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell the committee just what occurred? 

Mr. Disch. I went up to visit Mrs. 'Kantor, and Mrs. Kantor told 
me about her husband being in England, and that he would like very 
much to get some information on some fire-control work that we were 
doing. At that time we were in the process of manufacturing a stable 
element, which was the first time it had been used by the United States 
Navy. . Jt had to do with stabilizing the guns on the battleships. She 
asked me if I could get information pertaining to this, as Mr. Kantor 
had already had. half of this information himself. He got let go 
before we had completed this particular instrument. 

Mr. ^ avenner. In pther words, the development of this secret 
mechanism had not been completed when Kantor left? 

Mr. Disch. That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Proceed.- _ - 

Mr. Disch. And I said: "Well, I can't give any information 4ike 
tjiat to ]VIr. Kantor or anybody else; 55 She said,;"Oh, there is no harm 
m -doing that. 55 : 1 siid: "Well, I will see what I can do, 5 ' and let it 
go at that. She said she would have me meet another man in a few 
days or a week at her home. I said : "O. K. 55 I don 5 t know why 1 did 
it. I just wanted to find out what it was all about, that is all. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did she make an appointment for a definite time? 

Mr. Disch. She did; yes. 

-Mr. Tavenner. Where was that appointment? 

Mr. Disch. That appointment was held in her home. She lived at 
that time up in the Bronx in New York. 

Mr. Tavenner, Tell us what occurred on that occasion. 

Mt. Disch. I came there and saw Mrs. Kantor 9 and while we were 
waiting for this particular party who I was supposed to meet, she^

Mr. Disced She did not. 

Mr. Tavenner, Did you know at that time whether Herb was his 
real name or not? 
Mr, I)iscir. I did not 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us just what occurred when this man w(ho was 
referred to as Herb met you in Mrs. Kantor's home, 

Mr. Disch, I asked him ju# what he wanted. I said : "It is funny 
to me you want our drawings toitse themir ^England." Isaid:"What 
is the reason?" 11^ said: "Kantor is forking in England with a 
competitive concern of jours and would like that, information to help 
him in that work." lie said: "Yen know-all those countries work 
hand in hand." He tried to sell mb & bill of goods .and tell me not 
to worry. I said : "I don't know,, Sugposo I think about it." And 
I made an appointmen^ith him for a later date, 

Mr. Tavennek, Did he di anything in particular to attempt to gain 
your confidence atrthat time? 

Mr- Discn. At the v ime when I irueibi^i first at Mrs. Kantor's home ? 

Mr. Tavenete^ Yes. 

Mr.Discn. No; he didn't. We just made a date to meet at Kinety- 
sixtfli Street and Broadway about a week later — something like that. 

Mr. Tavenner, What type of place was Ninety-sixth and Broad- 
way where you met later ? * 

Mr.DiscH. Right outside a subway station. Therein a hotel on the 
corner there ; I don ? t remember the hotel's name. 

Mr. Tavehner. Didyoumeetinthehotel? 

Mr*. Disch, No ; on the street 

Mr, Tavenker, Tell us what occurred then; 

Mr. Disch. Before that I want to tell that when i went back to 
Arma I told the president of the concern what happened, and he be- 
came very interested in it and he said : "Good for you, fellow. We- 
will find out what is what."' So he called up the Navy Department, 
and the Naval Intelligence came up the f ollowing day and we talked 
it over, and they told me to meet him and they would have Naval In- 
telligence men at the corner to watch me,: When I met him at Ninety- 
sixth and Broadway I saw two Naval Intelligence men around the 
corner. I had met them when I talked to Captain jokes, the head of 
Naval Intelligence at that time* 

From there we went to a Schrafft's restaurant at Ninety-fifth and 
Broadway, I believe. I had no information to givehini, He asked if 
I had anything, and I said "No," because I was nervous about what 
this was all about, I said: "I don't know who you are and I am 
jeopardizing myself in giving you some information." 
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He said: "Don't worry about that;" To gain my, confidence he 
reaches in his briefcase and hands me a brand new one-hundred-dollar 
bill, to gain my confidence. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you remember the date of the meeting when you 
were handed the $100? 

Mr. Disease, I don't just remember the date. It was in the early part 
of 1931. I can't say what particular month in 1931 it was. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, tell the committee just what occurred 
from that time on. Before that, let me ask you this : What type of 
information was this individual interested in ? 

Mr. Disch. He was interested mostly in the stable vertical, the one 
that was half completed when Sam Kantor left Arma Corp. 

Mr. Moulder. The what? . 

Mr. Disoh. The stable vertical. 

Mr. Moulder. What is that ? 

Mr. Disch. The stabilizing of the guns when they are fired aboard 
a ship. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us what occurred after that conference. 

Mr. Disoh. After "that conference I used to meet him at least every 
2 weeks for the following 6 months. I should say for about 6 months 
I used to meet him every 2 weeks, about. Every time I went to meet 
him I always took some dummy information which was worthless, and 
I gave him dummy specifications pertaining to some instruments way 
back years ago. Every time I met him he always handed me $100, 
$200,* something like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was that work which you were doing under the su- 
pervision of any Government agency? I mean by that, were your 
conferences and the material you furnished at these conferences super- 
vised in any way by a Government agency ? 

Mr. Disoh. Yes, sir; they were. JTaval Intelligence only followed 
me twice, and then the FBI took over, and the FBI from that time 
supervised the whole case. Every time I was supposed to meet him 
I met with the FBI men at their building on Lexington Avenue at 
Forty-first Street, and I was searched. The procedure was to see how 
much money I had on me* so they could search me when I came back 
and tell how much money he gave me. At every meeting there were 
always FBI men near the table where we met, and they would see 
him hand me money and see the transactions. 

Mr.. Tavenner. What was done with the money you received ? 

Mr. Disch. I. gave it to the FBI and they gave me a receipt for it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you learn, during the course of your contacts 
with this man referred to as Herb, where he worked or where he was 
employed or with whom he associated? 

Mr. Disoh. No ; I did not ; but what I do remember, the FBI wanted 
to know if he was connected with Amtorg, and they were wondering 
how we could get him to go there, so they planned I was to give him 
some very confidential information which I had taken over the night 
and had -to bring back the next morning, so we kind of put the pressure 
on him. I met him the early part of the evening and gave him these 
specifications, which were dummies, and later on in the evening he 
was supposed to give me the specifications back. I think he led them 
to the Amtorg Corp., where he went to have the specifications photo- 
graphed. " ' * - 
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Mr. Tavenner. This man Herb led the FBI men to Amtorg Corp.? 

Mr. Disch. Yes. 

Mr. Moulder. What is that? 

Mr. Disoh. That is a Eussian purchasing agency? 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Herb drive a car? 

Mr. Disch. We always took a taxi and we always met at a different 
place each time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Give us a description of the places where you met? 

Mr. Disch. Well, we used to meet quite frequently in the SchrafEt 
restaurants in New York, and in some of the German hauf br|ius in 
East Side New York* and some other downtown restaurants. 

Mr. Tavenner. How was this information which you took with you 
passed to Herb ? 

Mr. Disch. It was always in a package. I laid it on the table and 
when we got up he picked it up. It was never handed directly. I laid 
it on the table. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was the package so wrapped and prepared 

Mr. Disch. It was in a f older— in an envelope. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did this man Herb indicate to you whether there 
were other persons furnishing him information? 

Mr. Disch. I don't think he did, but I do recall the FBI told me : 
"Gee, Bill, you certainly did open up a hornet's nest, because there 
were other people he was contacting in New York." Whether it wa$ 
Sperry's or not, I don't know. I asked the FBI: "Is anybody else 
connected with this?" They said: "We have other fellows being 
shadowed the same way." 

Mr. Tavenner. This information Herb sought was strictly confiden- 
tial information ? 

Mr. Disch. Strictly confidential information. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Herb explain in any greater detail than you have 
told us his purpose in obtaining this material and what he proposed 
to do with it? 

Mr. Disch. All I could find out from him at the time, I asked him 
if he was connected with the German Government. He never did 
actually tell me who he was getting this information for. I don't 
recall any time that he told me exactly who was paying him or who 
he was connected with. I don't remember that. 

Mr. Moulder. Maybe not in express words, but did he, by inference, 
indicate where he was taking this information? 

Mr. Disch. Only where the FBI told me they followed him to. He 
told me at the time I gave him these specifications; "I will have them 
photographed." That is the time he went to the Amtorg Corp. 

Mi. Moulder. Where did the FBI tell you he was taking the 
information? 

Mr. Disch. They didn't tell me. 

Mr. Moulder. They didn't tell you? 

Mr. Disch. No; they didn't tell me; but at the timQ they did tell 
me a lot of things he was doing and where he lived, and they had a 
man placed at the house where he lived. 

Mr. Moulder. What did you say the name of this Eussian pm> 
chasing agency was? 

Mr. Disch. Amtorg. 

Mr. Moulder. How do you spell it ? 
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Mr, Tavenner. A-m-t-o-r-g. 
Mr. Moulder. I see. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state in more detail what information was 
given you, or what was said to you, by the FBI or the Naval Intelli- 
gence officers as to the information which was obtained relating to this 
man Herb's movements ? 

Mr. Disch. I don't get the question. You mean what he done with 
it? 

Mr. Tavenner. What information did other Government- agencies 
of the United States obtain regarding this' man Herb's movements? 

Mr. Disch. They didn't tell me too much of what they # actually 
found out in reference to him. All I can remember, I gave him prints 
a number of times and they followed him. At one particular time they 
told me they followed him and he turned around and asked the fel- 
low, "Who are you following? Are you following me?" And the 
Intelligence man said "No" and walked away. Another particular 
time I was told that when the package of blueprints was given to one . 
of his coworkers— I don't know who this particular party was— and 
he was being trailed pretty closely, he dropped them in an ashcan 
so he would not be caught with them. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever seen this man Herb since the last time 
you conferred with him with regard to these documents? 

Mr. Disoh. No, sir. The last appointment I had with him, he 
didn't show up. and when I reported back to the FBI office they told 
me : "He must have flew the coop." So they checked up on him and 
found he had moved. They were going to check up on Mrs. Kantor 
and found she had also moved. So that was the last I heard from 
Mr. Herb until sometime during that Spanish Civil War, it was after 
that, one of the FBI men came to Arma Corp. and asked me to identify 
a photograph. He said: "Do you know who this fellow is, Bill?" 
I said: "Yes; that is, my old pal." He was supposed to have been 
killed in the Spanish Civil War at that time. I said : "How did you 
ever get a photograph like that?" He said: "We have our ways of 
getting information like that." 

Mr. Moulder. Who was the photograph of? 

Mr. Disoh. Of Herb. 

Mr. Tavestner. Were you advised that Herb was not actually killed ? 
Mr. Discs. The FBI man said : "That is a trick of theirs. He will 
pop up again under an assumed name." 
Mr. Owens. I would like to ask one question, Mr. Chairman. 
Mr. Moulder. Very well. 

Mr. Owens. Did you, as a result of this experience over a period o,f 
6 months, ask our authorities, that is, the FBI, what was being done 
with the evidence you were obtaining, or helping them to obtain? 

Mr. Disch. I don't believe I ever asked them that question, what 
they were doing with it. 

Mr. Tavenner. No further questions. 

Mr. Moulder. You are excused, Mr. Disch. Thank you very much. 
The subcommittee will stand adjourned until Monday, December 
5, at 10 : 30 a. m.

House Office Building, Hon. John S. Wood (chairman) presiding. 

Committee members present : Representatives John S. Wood (chair- 
man) , Burr P. Harrison, Morgan M. Moulder, Harold H. Velde, and 
Bernard W. Kearney. 

Staff members present: Frank S. Tavenner, Jr., counsel; Louis J. 
Russell, senior investigator; William A. Wheeler, Donald T, Appell, 
and Courtney Owens, investigators; and A. S. Poore, editor: 

Mr. Wood. Let the committee be in. order, and let the record dis- 
close that there are present Messrs. Harrison, Moulder, Velde, Kearney, 
and Wood, a quorum. 

Will you please stand and be sworn. You solemnly swear the evi- 
dence you give this committee shall be the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Sherman. I do. 

Mr. Wood. Have a seat. Mr. Russell, you may proceed. 
TESTIMONY OP JOHN 100MIS SHERMAN 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Sherman, you are appearing before the committee 
by virtue of a subpena served on you February 8, 1950, by Deputy 
United States Marshal Eoss, of Los Angeles ? 

Mr. Sherman. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Russell. What is your full name? 

Mr. Sherman. My name is John L. Sherman. 

Mr. Russell. Does the L stand for Loomis? 

Mr. Sherman. That is right. 

Mr. Russell. When and where were you born? 

Mr. Sherman. I was born on af arm in the outskirts of Utica, N. T., 
October 19, 1895. 
' Mr. Russell. What is your present address? 

Mr. Sherman. My present address is 705 West Sixth Street, Los 
Angeles. 

Mr. EusselIi. What is your occupation? 

Mr. Sherman., I am at present unemployed, bjit ,by . prpf ession 
I am a teacher. 

Mr. Russell. Would you furnish the committee with a record of 
your past employment, beginning about the year 1925 ? 
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Mr. Sherman. In meeting this question, may I inform the com- 
mittee that within the week I was summoned to appear as a witness 
before the Federal grand jury of Los Angeles. 

Mr. Wood. Within this week? 

Mr. Sherman. ^Within the week. I think it was last Tuesday* 
There, together with the other persons present, I was sworn to secrecy, 
and I do not know what information I may reveal here without vio- 
lating that oath of secrecy. 

Mr. Russell. Were you subpenaed to appear before the Federal 
grand jury after this committee's subpena was served upon you ? 

Mr. Sherman. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Wood. ifyEr. Sherman, permit me to advise you that the oath 
you take before a grand jury is that you will not divulge anything 
that happened in the grand jury room. No grand jury has any author- 
ity to invoke any oath of secrecy other than that. This is in executive 
session, also. 

Mr. Sherman. I think you will appreciate, Mr. Wood, that the 
questions entered into there were of a very wide nature, and I myself, 
not being a lawyer, am not informed as to what my rights are or what 
I may reveal. 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Chairman, I would like to say something on that 
point. This man's name first developed in our investigation of Whit- 
taker Chambers' case. It was never brought out in the trial of Whit- 
taker Chambers' case, and it seems to me there has been interference 
on the part of other agencies i$ one of our investigations. 

Mr. Wood. I have tried to inform the witness as to how far an oath 
of secrecy to a grand jury goes. 

Mr. $herman. It is my intention to cooperate as fully as I can with 
this committee. 

Mr. Wood. We are not going to ask you what you testified before a 
grand jury. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever used the name "Robert Mitchell ?" 

Mr. Sherman. I believe, in reply to this question, I must exercise 
my privilege that the answer may tend to incriminate me, and there- 
fore I am unable to answer that question; 

Mr. Wood. This committee does not agree you are not able to answer; 
it. You may decline to answer if you desire. 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer on the ground the answer 
may tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Russell. Did you ever write for a publication known as the 
Daily Worker under that name? 

Mr. Sherman. My reply to that question is similp\ I must decline 
to answer on the ground the answer may tend' to incriminate me. 

Mr. Wood. You understand, Mr. Sherman, that the committee<does 
not accept that as a valid excuse. If you decline to answer, you do 
it at your own hazard. The question is whether you have- written 
under that name. It is not a violation of any law I know of for a-man 
to write under a pen name. I fail to see how an answer to that ques- 
tion could incriminate you. 

Mr. Sherman. May I explain it is my understanding that any 
matter, in itself however harmless, if it may lead to the securing 
of evidence or the uncovering of information which may tend to 
incriminate me^. permits me, under the constitutional privilege, to- 
decline, to.answer? 
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Mr. Wood. Iunderstandyoudecl^ > * 

Mr. Sherman. I must Recline to answer on the ground the answer 
may tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Russell. Mr ; Sherman, I would like to go back to the ques- 
tion I asked you when you brought up the fact you had been sworn 
to secrecy before a Federal grand jury. The question was, would yo\i 
furnish the committee with a record of your past employment, begin- 
ning in about the year 1925? . . . 

Mr. Sherman. To the best of my recollection I have been employed 
in newspaper work, as a teacher, and I have been a, farm adviser, oy, 
more accurately, I should say agricultural adviser, because farm' 
•adviser is a Government position, and I did not hold that. I have 
been a teacher for some years. I worked for the Government camp 
:at Cn-mp Pendleton. I was employed as a cab driver during this 
period. I believe that about covers it as nearly as I can recollect at 
the moment. 

Mr. Russell. What newspaper were you employed by? 

Mr. Sherman. In reply to this question I.must exercise my privilege, 
t>n the same grounds and decline to answer. 

Mr. Russell. In connection with the answer which you have given 
to the question regarding the record of your past employment,, did you 
*ever have any other employment? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever used the name "Arthur'^ ? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
^grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever used the name "Mike" ? 
Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
rgrounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever used the name "Don" ? 
Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Are you acquainted with Max B'edacht ? 
Mr/ Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the- same 
grounds. 

Mr. Wood. I can see nq way on earth how an answer to that ques-» 
tion could incriminate you.- 

Mr. Sherman. 'I mean thisin the spirit of the greatest cooperation. 
I don't know what kind of case is being prepared against me. I have 
*every reason to believe \that much of the testimony given by certain 
witnesses here is part of a definite frame-up. I have no means of 
^knowing <to what 'extent I am involved or x the individuals you have 
mentioned are possibly involved, and in the .absence* of any knowledge 
I may have of what is the background of this testimony, any answer 
may tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Wood. In other words, you are assuming, there is some scheme 
afoot that may tend to incriminate you ? 

Mr. Sherman. I am not accusing the committee, but I have every 
-reason to believe that some such pattern has been developed. 

Mr; Wood. The question asked now is as to your acquaintanceship 
with a certain individual, and I fail to see how an answer to that 
question could incriminate you. 
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Mr. Sherman. If s^ch individuals are themselves involved, and if 
by chance there is testimony involving t^em* and possibly me which I 
do not regard as truthful, I may be incriminated. 

Mr. Wood. I have known many criminals in my life, and I assume 
almost everyone has, but that in no sense incriminates me. You 
haven t been asked if you were engaged in any criminal conspiracy. 
You were simply asked if you knew a certain individual, and I warn 
you, refusal to answer that question may have serious repercussions. 
This committee is not going to try to extract from you any testimony 
that will incriminate you. Will you answer now? 

Mr- Sherman. I will try to explain my position. I think you will 
hold with me if I can make my position clear. A great deal of testi- 
mony is required ; many questions are asked of me. If it should de- 
velop, as I believe it will, that there is countertestimony to mine, 
possibly on the part of many witnesses, which I regard as untrue, I 
jnay then incriminate myself and be subject to perjury. It seems to 
one my only security is to decline to answer on the ground the answer 
Jnay tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Wood. No man can be guilty of perjury if he testifies the truth. 

Mr. Sherman. Provided there is not false evidence against him. 

Mr. Kearney. I don't agree with the witness' legal reasoning here. 
If the witness, whether the present witness or any other witness, testi- 
fies in response to questions by counsel and tells the truth in answering 
*hose questions, there is no basis for perjury. 

Mr. Wood. Absolutely not, and I will say to the gentleman that, 
•there has been no testimony about him by the individual now asked' 
about. 

Mr. Sherman. There has been considerable testimony on the part 
of other agencies, and I will ask if in previous hearings such an entrap- 
ment and incrimination did not take place Such as I fear may take 
"place? 

Mr. Wood. If you persist in that attitude the committee has only 
•one recourse. We are asking for information in conformity with the 
xesponsibility of this investigating committee, and I am certainly 
ajixious and-eager to protect every witness' rights here, but at the same 
time we must insist that we are entitled to the courtesy of an answer 
-when there is no possibility of the answer being incriminating. 

Mr. Sherman. I wish I knew how to escape from this dilemma. I 
•do not know how. 

Mr. Wood. Again, will you answer that question, or do you refuse 
to answer? 

Mr. Sherman. I believe I must exercise my privilege to decline to 
answer on the ground it may tend to incriminate me. 
Mr. Wood. Do you so decline? 
Mr. Sherman. I must so decline, sir. 

Mr. Utjssell. Are you acquainted with an individual known as 
David Whittaker Chambers? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that: question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Were you ever introduced to him under anv name bv 
MaxBedacht? , . 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 
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Mr. Russeloo. Did you ever know an individual known to you as 
liloyd Oantwell? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Is Lloyd Oantwell the same person as Whittaker

" Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. ~ . 

* Mr. Russell. Did you ever attend a meeting with Whittaker Cham- 
bers which was also attended by two persons known as Herbert and 
Carl? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
* grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever known an individual by the name of 
UMch? • 

Mr. Sherman., What is th^ name, sir,? 

Mr. Russell. Ulrich. ; 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same- 
grounds. May I suggest to the committee— — 

Mr. Wood! I don't think you are in a position to do much suggesting,. 
Mr. Witness, in the attitude you have taken. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever known an individual who used the name- 
of Pete? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer on the same grounds. ^ 
Mr. Russell. Was an, individual whom you knew as Pete ever identi- 
fied to you as bring a man named Keith? 
Mr. Sherman. What is 1 that name? 
Mr., Russell. Keith,, K-eri-t-h. 

Mrv Shersian; I must decline to answer on the same grounds: 
Mr. Russell. Was Keith a photographer? 

Miv 'Sherman*. I must decline to answer that question on the same- 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever known Keith under any other name?' 
Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same- 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Do you know his true name ? % 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same- 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Does he live in California at the present time? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer on the same grounds. # 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever been acquainted with a Soviet espion- 
age agent who used the name "Bill" ? 

Mr. Sherman^ I must decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Sherman,'! would like to read to you an excerpt 
from testimony given to this committee by Whittaker Chambers, 
which reads as follows : 

One day Bill brought me in touch with^ Sherman algain and Sherman described 
what he had to do. Sherman was to go to Tokyo to be the head 1 of a Soviet 
underground group and he wanted me to organize for him the facade here' which 
would make it possible for him to operate in Tokyo,, which, as you know, is a 
very difficult operation. 

Do you wish to deny or affirm that statement?; 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to- answer on the same grounds. 
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Mr* Russell.. You have indicated that there has been mitruthful 
testimony concerning you, and you are now being afforded an oppor- 
tunity to refute that testimony. Do you wish to refute it? 

Mr. Sherman, I do not have sufficient information at the present 
"time to do it, but. I have the greatest confidence that ultimately the 
true facts will come out. 

-Mr. Wood. You are being given the opportunity to bring those- facts 
out now, sm 

Mrw Shermans I am unable to do so without my answers tending 
(to incriminate me, as I believe.; 

Mr. Russell, I would like to read another excerpt from the testi- 
mony of Whittaker Chambers : 

So I decided that since the London project was rocking along, the. expedient* 
thing-was- to j use> Maxim' Lieber to front f6r the Tokyo operation. That was or- 
ganized in the foUowing way. Lieber and Sherman set up what was called 
the American Feature Syndicate whose purpose it was to secure interesting 
material from abroad. As I understand it, Lieber went among various feature 
syndicates and various newspapers and tried to get various interests or sales 
in this kind of stuff, and Sherman went to work in Lieber's office, had a desk 
there, and his name was. written on the door and I think some stationery was 
got out and deposits were made, I think, in the Chemical Bank in New York 
in the name of the syndicate. These deposits were to finance the operation in 
Japan. Then Peters, who was in on most of this operation, supplied a birth: 
certificate in the name'Of Charles Chase and, on the basis of that certificate,, 
which was a perfectly legal document procured in the way I have -describe* 
in earlier testimony, John Sherman took out a passport and on that passport 
he traveled to Tokyo. 

Do you wish to affirm or deny the extract which I have just read to- 
you from the testimony of Whittaker Chambers? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer on the same grounds. 
" Mr. Russell. .Have you ever known an individual named J. Peters?'

Mr. Sherman, I show you a photostatic copy of ai* 
application for passport made out iir the name of Charles Francis- 
Chase, which discloses that the Department of State issued Passport 
No. 148071 to a Charles Francis Chase on September 22, 1934, which 
covered travel to Japan, China, and Soviet Russia, for business pur- 
poses. I ask if you are the individual who executed this passport 
application?

Mr. Sherman. At what time, sir? 
Mr. Russell. At what time? 
Mr. Sherman. Yes. When? 
Mr. Russell. 1935. 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you* seen him since 1935 ? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Did you know him prior to 1935 ? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell. At this point I would like to read from the testimony 
•of Whittaker Chambers as follows, which refers to the trip which Mr. 
•Chambers said you made to J apan : 

Before lie went, he gave me another task which was to find for him an. American- 
JTapanese who was connected with the highest Japanese circles and who would 
have easy social access to important people in Japan. I found for him Hideo Noda 
Tvho was a Japanese-American, I think born in California, a painter of consider- 
able ability who was at that time, I think, an, apprentice of Diego Rivera.

grounds," you are referring to the ground your answer may tend to

Mr* Wood. And each time you have used that phrase, that is what 
you meant? 

Mr. Sherman. Yes.

When Sherman got to Moscow, they let him cool off for several months. No- 
body calne near him nor did anything for him and had no communication with 
him\ But lie got around among various expatriates there and discovered they 
were all perfectly wretched and trying to get out of Russia: He made some

Mr. Wood. The committee will come to order, please. ^ 

Let the record disclose that for the purposes of this hearing the 
chairman has designated a subcommittee composed of Messrs Walter, 
Kearney, and Wood, and they are all present.

TESTIMONY 03? JOHN 100HIS SHERMAN 

Mr. Eussell. Will you state your full name? 

Mr. Sherman. My name is John Loomis- Sherman. By profession 
I am a teacher. During the previous year I was instructor in social 
Science and the dean of men at one of the smaller universities in Los 
Angeles. In the current year, largely due to the activities of the 
FBI, I have been unable to obtain a teaching position. I should like 
at this time to make a slight correction for the record. It has been 
reported in the press and elsewhere, I think, that I have been in hiding. 
That is not correct. The FBI has known of my whereabouts and I 
think practically every detail of my life f<5r years, for many years. 

Mr. Wood. Just a minute. The committee is not interested in going 
into the activities of the FBI at this moment, and I would appreciate 
if you would confine your testimony to answers to questions. There 
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has been no accusation made here that you have been in hiding, so 
the statement you are making is irrelevant to the present hearing, 
I don't want to be discourteous to you, but merely want to conduct 
the hearing in an orderly way, Mr. Sherman. 

The irrelevant portions of the statement made by the witness that 
are not responsive to the question will be stricken from the record, 

Mr, Russell. Mr, Sherman, you did say your name is John Loomi3 
Sherman? 

Mr, Sheriian, That is correct, 

Mr, Bussell, Wheri and where were you born ? ' 

Mr, Shekman. I was born on a farm in a section now incorporated 
in the city of Utica, N. Y. 

Mr. Russell. What is your present address? 

Mr, Sherman. 705 West Sixth Street, Los Angeles, 

Mr. Russell, Mr, Sherman, you are appearing before the commit- 
tee by virtue of a subpena served on you February 8, 1950, by Deputy 
United States Marshal Ross, of Los Angeles? 

Mr. Shekman, I believe that is correct, 

Mr- Rttssezx, Will you furnish the committee with a record of your 
past employment, beginning about the year 1935 % . 

Mr. Sherman. As nearly as I can remember, I have been engaged 
in various activities : Newspaper work: I was a union organizer for 
some time ; I was a teacher throughout that period; I was employed as 
a cab driver for several years; I was on the WPA for a number of 
years; I was employed as a night watchman £fct Camp Pendleton near 
Oceanside; and more recently, as I explained, I have been an instruc- 
tor at one of the smaller universities, There may have been other 
activities that escape me, but I believe that about covers it. 

Mr. Russell. Were you ever employed by the Daily Worker? 

Mr, Sherstan, In meeting this question, may I explain that within 
the week, within 8 days, I was called as a witness before a Federal 
grand jury in Los Angeles? Many of the questions undoubtedly to 
be inquired here were there investigated, I was, as were the others 
in that hearing, sworn to an oath of secrecy, I do not know what 
I can reveal without incriminating myself, or without violating that 
oath of secrecy, 

Mr, Keaijney, May I respectfully suggest the witness is not being 
asked to testify as to what transpired in the Federal graiid jury 'room. 

Mr, Wood. Yes ; and further than that, the Chair will instruct the 
witness that no Federal grand jury or State grand jury has any 
authority in law to gag anybody from testifying to the truth before 
any legislative committee,. With that instruction and information, 
will you answer the question? 

Mr. Sherkan, May I inquire of the chairman, is this committee 
able to grant me immunity concerning my testimony here? 

Mr, Wood, Certainly. 

Mr, ShermajS", It is my understanding that since 1892 Congress has 
not had that authority to grant immunity. 

Mr. Wood. Every witness is immune from prosecution in any court 
by reason of testimony he- may give before a legislative committee, 
that is true, 

Mr- t Waltbh. And the decisions have gone so far as to hold he cannot 
be adjudged in contempt of court for testimony given before a con- 
gressional committee. 
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Mr. Kearney, That is, if it is the truth. 
Mr. Wood. Yes. 
Mr. .Walter., Yes. 

Mr. Russel. -Have you ever been a member of the armed forces of 
the United States? 
Mr. Sherman. Yes, I have. 

Mr. Russell. Were you in thfe United States Navy? 
Mr. Sherman. Yes, sir. I enlisted in the First World War in the 
United States Navy. 
Mr. Wood. What is your age, please^ sir? 
Mr. Sherman. Fifty-four, 'sir. 

Mr. Russell. You stated a while ago that you had been a union 
organizer. By what union were you employed as an organizer?. 

Mr. Sherman. I don't remember exactly, but I believe I was an 
organizer for the umbrella -workers; for plumbers and plumbers' 
helpers and for traction workers. This dates back some twenty-odd 
years, and this is the best of my recollection. 

Mr. Wood. Affiliated with what national union? 

Mr. Sherman. I don't remember. I believe* it was the A. F. of L. 
There was no CIO at that time. * , 

Mr. Russell. Have you evdr used 'the name "Robert Mitchell"? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer this question on the grounds 
that my answer might tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. 'Russell. Did you ever write for the publication known as the 
Daily Worker under that name? 

Mr. Sherman. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
'grounds. 

Mr. Wood. You understand, Mr. Sherman, that the committee is not 
accepting your statement that the answers to these questions would 
tend to incriminate you. You can decline to answer them if you 
desire, on wliat you claim- to be that ground, but the question of 
whether you are protected in any future proceedings that may be 
brought against you would depend on a construction of whether ybu 
have sufficient reason to cloakyourself behind that ground, 

Mr. Sherman. If I may be permitted to comment on these ques- 
tions in a way that I thirtk will still protect me, I think I can develop 
some important information here. 

Mr. Wood. You may comment if you will give art ^answer, 'but a 
comment without an answer would be useless and is something Jhe 
committee? would not be interested iii. If you answer -the question, 
you may make such comment or any explanation you' desire that is 
pertinent to the question. With that understanding, do you still 
decline to answer the question? , , # 

Mr. She^vian.. I must- decline to answer the previous questions on 
the grounds stated. > , 

Mr. Russell; In 1939 were you employed as organizational secre- 
tary of the Medical Bureau and North American Committee tb Aid 
Spanish Democracy ? 

Mr. S:ecgrmAn. I decline to-dnswer on the grounds stated. I may 
say this is the first time thfit question has come to my attention, but I 
decline* to answer it. 

Mr. Russell. Were- you ever 1 employed sis organizational secretary 
of the United American Spanish Aid Committee ? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on similar grounds. 
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Mr. Russell. Have you .ever used the name "Arthur"? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever used the name "Mike" ? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever used the name "Don," D-o-n? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Are you acquainted with Max Bedacht ? 
Mr, Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same' 
grounds. 

(Representative Wood leaves ; Representative Walter presides dur- 
ing remainder of the session.) 

Mr. Russell. Are you acquainted with an individual named "David 
Whittaker Chambers"? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Were you ever introduced to him under any name 
by Max Bedacht?' 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the game 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Did you ever know an individual who was named 
"Lloyd Cantwell"? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Is Lloyd Cantwell the same person as Whittaker 
Chambers? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Did you ever attend a meeting with Whittaker Cham- 
bers which was also attended by two persons known as Herbert and 
Carl? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever known an individual who used the 
name "Ulrich," U-l-r-i-c-h? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever known an individual who used the 
name of "Pete"? 

Mr.. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Was an individual known as Pete ever identified to 
you as being a person named "Keith"? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Was Keith a photographer? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever known Keith under any other name? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Do you know his true name? 
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Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Does he live in California at the present time? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. May I explain that all of these .questions and such answers 
sis I might make are, in my conviction and belief, part of a pattern or 
frame-up which has already destroyed the reputation of one fine 
American and is, now being extended, as the facts will ultimately 
prove, to frame others ? Many persons have been investigated ; I have 
been under constant investigation; and I think the iacts subsequently 
to be developed here will* indicate this is part of the frame-up of a 
•disordered mind. 

Mr. Kearney. Would the witness mind giving the name of that 
-so-called fine American he speaks off? 

Mr. Sherman. I think in time I will do that. 

Mr. Kearnex. Would you mind doing it now? 

Mr. Sherman. I will exercise my privilege at this moment not to 
disclose it until further testimony is revealed which will substantiate 
my point of view. 

Mr. Walter. Don't you think this, would be a very good opportunity 
to clarify the atmosphere and remove whatever stigma you think has 
been placed wrongfully on a fine American's name ? 

Mr. Sherman. I am convinced this will be done here before we are 
through, judging by what transpired at the executive session. 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Sherman,, have you ever been acquainted with a 
member of the Soviet underground who used the name "Bill" ? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Sherman, I would like to read to you an excerpt 
from testimony given to this committee by Whittaker Chambers, as 
follows: 

One day BiU brought me-in touch with Sherman again and- Sherman described' 
what he had to do. Sherman was to. go to Tokyo to be the head of a Soviet under- 
ground group and he wanted me to organize for him the facade here which would 
make it possible for him to operate in Tokyo, which, as you know, is a very 
difficult operation. 

Is that statement true or false? 

Mr. , Sherman. I decline to answer on the grounds stated. 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Sherman, yon have indicated that there has been 
untruthful testimony concerning you. You are now being afforded an 
opportunity to refute that testimony. Do you wish to refute it? 

Mr. Sherman. I have not stated that there has-been untruthful 
testimony. I have declined to answer that testimony. I think it 
should be understood, any statement I make, true or false, in relation 
to testimony such as has been developed, would put me in jeopardy, and 
I must exercise my constitutional right not to answer. 

Mx. Russell. You stated that ultimately the true facts will come 
out. 

Mr. . Sherman. They are already coming out. 
Mr. Kearnet. Without any assistance from the witness. 
Mr. Sherman. With every assistance that I can provide this com- 
mittee while protecting my own rights. 
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Mr. Russell. Mr, Sherman, I would like to read another excerpt 
from the testimony of Whittaker Chambers : 

So I decided that since the London project was rocking along,, the expedient 
thing was to' Use Maxim Lieber to front for the Tokyo operation* That was 
organized in the following way. Lieber and Sherman set up wliat wascalled tne 
American Feature Writers 1 Syndicate whose purpose it was to secure Interesting 
material fromabroad. As I understand it, Lieber went among various feature 
syndicates and various newspapers and tried* to get various interests or sales 
in this kind of stuff, and Sherman went to work ih Lieber's office, had a desk 
there, and his name was written on the door and I think some stationery was 
got out and deposits were made, I think, in the Chemical Bank in New Xork in 
the name of the syndicate. These deposits were to finance the operation in 
Japan, Then Peters, who was in on most of this operation, supplied a birth 
certificate in the name of Charles Chase jand, on the basis of that certificate, 
which was a perfectly legal document procured in the way I have described in 
earlier testimony, John Serman took out a passport and on that passport he 
traveled to Tokyo, 

Do you wish to affirm or deny the extract which T have just read to 
*you from the testimony of'Whittaker Chambers? 

Mr. SmtftjMtAN, I decline to answer on the -grounds of self-incrim- 
ination, _ . 

Mr. Russell, Have you ever known an individual named "X Pe- 
ters"? 

Mr. Sherman, I decline to: answer on the same grounds. 

Mr, Russell. Have you ever used the name "Charles Chase"? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds, 

Mr* Russell. Were you ever associated with an enterprise known 
as the American Feature Writers' Syndicate ? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Did you have anything to do with a bank account in 
the Chemical Bank of New York City % 

Mr, Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr, Russell, Did the American Feature Writers' Syndicate have an 
account in the Chemical Bank of New York City? 

Mr. Sherman, I decline tcr answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell, Have you ever been iitTolcjro, Japan? 

Mr. Sherman, I decline to answer on the same grounds., 

Mr. Russell, Do you know Maxim Lieber? 

Mr, Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds, 

Mr, Russell, Mr, Sherman, I show you a photostatic copjr of an 
application for passport made out in the name of Charles Francis 
Chase,-and the acompanjring oath of allegiance, which discloses that 
the Department of State issued passport No. 148071 to Charles Fran- 
cis Chase on September % 1934, which covered travel to Japan, China, 
and Soviet Russia, for business purposes, I ask if you are the in- 
dividual who executed this passport application? 

Mr. Sherman. Will you state for the record again the year of this 
document? 

Mr. Russell, 1934, September 22, 

Mr. Shekman. And what was the question? 

Mr. Russell. I asked if you were the individual who executed that 
passport application. 

Mr, Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr, Russell* I also show you the oath of allegiance executed at the 
same time as the passport application, and ask if you executed the oath 
of allegiance? 
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Mr. Sherman. What year do you refer to ? 
Mr.. Russell. 1934. . 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 
, Mr. Russell. Is that your photograph?. . 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer. There is no way by which I 
can determine whether that is my photograph. 

Mr. Russell. Did you have that picture made? 

Mr. Sherman, I decline to answer on the same grounds. • 

Mr. Walter. Let me see that. 

(The document, referred to was .handed to Mr. Walter.) 
Mr. Walter. When were you born, Mr. Sherman? 
Mr. Sherman. October 19, 1895. 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Chairman, I ask that this passport application

Mr, Walter* Without objection, it is received. 

{The document above referred to, marked "Sherman Exhibit No. 3," 
is filed in connection with this record.) 

Mr. Russell, Mr, Sherman, have you ever received 1 a passport from 
the .State Department under the name of Charles Francis Chase ? 

Mr, Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds* 

Mr. Russell* Who was Charles Francis Chase ? 

Mr, .Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds, 

Mr. Russell, How many passports have you secured from the State 
Pepartment for travel to Russia^ under ^your own name or any other 
name? 

Mr- Sherman^ I decline to answer on the same grounds* 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever been to Russia? 

Mr, Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell. While you were in the Navy, were you ever in Russia ? 

Mr. Shekbian. I believe that an expedition was sent— this is to the 
best of my recollection— an expedition was sent to Murmansk as part 
of the activities of the United States Navy, I believe it was Mur- 
mansk, if I remember correctly, 

Mr. Russell. Were you part of that expedition? 

Mr. Sherman. I was on the ship as an enlisted man, I don't know 
what is meant by "expedition." I was on the ship, and we went ashore 
for a short time, 

Mr. Russell. When was that? 

Mr, Sherman- I believe it was 1918, as I recall. 

Mr. Russell, Did you ever again visit Russia? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell, Have you ever known an individually the name of 
Hideo Noda, H-i-d-e-o N~o-d-a, a Japanese-American and a portrait 
painter? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds* 

Mr. Russell. Have you ever seen Hideo Noda? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Russell. Did you know him prior to 1935 ? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr, Russell. Did you know an individual by that name subsequent 
to 1935? ^ 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds, 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Sherman, at this point I would like to read fur- 
ther from the testimony of Whittaker Chambers. This testimony 
refers to a trip which Mr. Chambers said you made to Japan under 
the name of Charles B. Chase : 

Before lie went, he gave me another task, which was to find for him an 
American Japanese who waa connected with the highest Japanese circles and 
who would have easy social access to important people in Japan, I found for 
him Hideo Noda, who was a Japanese-American, I think born in -California a 
painter of considerable ability, who was at that time, I think, an apprenticed 
Diego Eivera. Noda was a Communist Then, of course, I introduced Sherman 
and Noda, and, bj separate routes, they traveled to Japan, 

Do you wish to deny or affirm that extract from the testimony of 
Whittaker Chambers? 

Mr, Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds, * 

Mr, Russell. Is it true or false? 

Mr. Sherman, I decline to answer on the same grounds. 
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Mr, Russell. Did youever travel to' Japan with Hideo Noda? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 
Mr. Kttsseli/J Did you ever see Hideo Noda in Tokyo, Japan? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 
Mr. Walter. Where did you see him? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 
Mr. Russell. Mr. Sherman, I would like to read further from the 
testimony of Whittaker Chambers : . 1 . 

I was'ordered suddenly to dismantle the whole American end of the Japanese 
apparatus because an arrest had occurred' and I assumed, of' course, Sherman 
had been arrested in Japan. I was told to do this as quickly as possible. Rus- 
sians are not used to Americans, never will be. I, of course, liquidated the appa- 
latus overnightand there was nothing left the next morning. I met Bill the next 
day and he said he hoped that I hadn't done anything about dismantling the 
apparatus because it was all a mistake, but the apparatus was gone completely, so 
they presently recalled Sherman from Tokyo. 

Is that statement true or false? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the grounds stated. 
Mr., Russell. Is it true ? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the grounds stated. 

Mr. Russell. Mr. Sherman, I would like to read to you. further 
testimony given to this committee by Whittaker Chambers : 

I am, now jumping out of the time period in order to complete the story. 

This testimony refers to you when Whittaker Chambers uses*"he"': 

He came*back to the United States and was again put in touch with me. His 
orders were at that time to proceed to Moscow. Through Peters I again procured 
a birth certificate for him. I have f orgotten* the name. He went to Moscow. 
He was gone quite a while. and 1 had the feeling he probably would never come 
back, but some time, I think in 1937, after Bykov was here or just before Bykov 
came, I have forgotten which,.. Sherman appeared unexpectedly one night in 
Lieber's apartment fee was extremely agitated and kept pacing the apart- 
ment and '-Lieber was present.and insisted.that we;go. out at once. We went out 
and the minute I got>outside the door he grabbed my arm and said : "I will not 
work 1 hour longer for those murderers." He then told me he wanted me to 
act as his agent personally and get through a message to the proper Soviet agents 
that he was' separating himself from the apparatus and that he would return to 
the open Communist Party. 

Do you recall having had such a meeting with "Whittaker Chambers 
and making the statements described by him? 

Mr. Sherman". I must decline to answer on the grounds stated. 

Mr. Russell. Did you ever know Colonel Bykov? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the, grounds stated. 

Mr. Russell. Were you ever in any apartment that may have been 
occupied by Maxim Lieber? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the grounds stated. 

Mr. Eussell.< Did you ever visit Maxim Lieber in the company of 
Whittaker Chambers'? 

Mr. Sherman*. I decline to answer oh the grbunds stated. ' 

Mr. Russell. Are you a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Sherman-. I decline to answer on the grounds stated. However, 
I may s&f, if the .committee is interested. in the comment, I will say 
that I have expressed, my vie'ws ffeely,. without hesitation^ to my stu- 
dents and in. my writings, and if the committee is at all interested I 
wif] express my feelings here. 

Mr. RussELt. I asked if you are a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. SHERMAN: I decline to answer on the grounds stated. 
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Mr, Russell, Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr* Sherman* I decline to answer on the grounds stated. 
.Mr. Russell, H^tve you ever been a member of the underground 
apparatus of the Communist Party? 
Mr. Sheeman. I decline to answer on the grounds stated, 
Mr. Russell. Have you ever engaged in espionage? 
Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer on the grounds stated, 
Mr, Russell. Mr. Sherman, this testimony refers to a visit which 
Mr. Chambers said you made to Moscow, and the testimony follows 
the previous testimony which I read to you* Quoting from Mr, Cham- 
bers* testimony : 

Perhaps I had better go into a little bit. of the Moscow end of this story. 

When Sherman got to Moscow, they let him cool off for several months. Nobody 
came near Mm or did anything for him and had no communication with him. But 
he got around among various expatriates there and discovered they were all 
perfectly wretched and trying to get out of Eussia. He made some Mnd of con- 
spiracy among the expatriates and, of course, it quickly got to the ears of the 
GPU and he was called up before a Colonel Uritsliy who was reported to he the 
nephew of the old Uritsky who founded the GPU and who started the terror in 
the revolution. 

Sherman, of course, believed that he would be shot at the end of this meeting. 
So, he wrapped himself up — he had a cold— he wrapped his neck up in flannel 
and put on some perfectly vile-smelling medicine, and when this tJritsliy Ques- 
tioned him he gave perfectly crazy answers to the questions, and with this vile- 
smelling stuff and the crazy answers, Uritsky finally let him go* 

They let him go out, the understanding being — I suppose it was a resumption , 
of the old threat in the official mind that he was to go to England and Work in 
the Soviet apparatus there, but he was to come to the United- States and set it up. 

However, when he got bad: here he decided he was thrpugh. He was not frrealc- 
ing with the Communist Party but was simply breaking with the Bussians and 
the underground. 

I carried this message to Bykov, Bykov, of course, was panic-stricken, and 
there was evidently some heavy communicating with official Russians and they 
Anally agreed that Sherman should keep the money but that he should meet 
certain Russians— I presume they were NKVD people— in New York, and it was 
left at that He refused to meet them, 

He said^ "I am going to California,, and yon have to give me 1 day's jump on 
these people. Hold them off any way you can, hut give me 1 day's jump on the 
train/* 

So I did that- I didn't tell Eykov for a whole day that he had left. 
Of course, when Eykov discovered it, he was ready to kill me — as I expected 
he well might. He made me call up the manager of the apartment house, this 
furnished apartment house where Sherman had been living, which was, I think, 
called the Swiss Chalet, up on Riverside Drive, and Bykov, who at that time 
wasn't speaking English, crowded into this telephone booth to hear what the 
manager was saying over the telephone. 

This was part of the very bad relations that developed between Eykov and me. 
He was sure, and rightly so, that I had had a hand in Sherman's escape. Our 
relations* were extremely bad, desperately bad, until Sherman showed up in 
California and got in contact with the Communist Party, and I suppose they en- 
circled him with NKTO people and let him alone and watched him, 

Mr. Sherman, do you wish to deny or, affirm the testimony which I 
have just read to you as given to this committee by *Wlrittaker 
Chambers? 

Mr, Sherman. If the committee will permitme at this time to com- 
ment upon this testimony, it is at this point I think v?z can develop 
some very important information. I will take just a moment. It is 
only in times of hysteria subh as the present that ive fail to analyze 
testimony of this sort. Here is the picture, according to this evidence : 
A person is left to cool off in Moscow We see him next organizing 
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a conspiracy in Eussia, in the country where it has been reported an 
all-persuasive police system exists at every turns This' man organizes 
this conspiracy presumably to overthrow the Eussian Government, 
He is caught, but he deceives these people, according to .this testimony, 
but not quite. They still -give him a sum of money, according to this 
testimony^ to conduct activities in England; He comes here and gets 
around. He'doesn't escape, but stays around to make contact with these 
people whom, according to this testimony, he has called murderers. 
But this isn't enough 

Mr: Walter. We have had enough of your own conclusions, Mr. 
Sherman. Do you wish to answer the question ? 

Mr. Sherman. If the requirement is that I give a "Yes" or "No" 
reply, I decline to reply on, the ground I may be incriminated.

I was naturalized in the city of Washington 
during the period of the war* I was stationed at Camp Meade* I was 
in the replacement battalion in the medical service and was brought 
to Washington for naturalization* 

M^Tavenher* What was the date? 

Mr* Lieber, July 1919, May I make it clear, I say July 1919; it 
may "have been June 1919. 
Mr. Tavenner. The approximate date is sufficient 
Mr. Lieber* That is approximate* 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Lieber, will you Briefly outline your Occupa- 
tional background, including the names of all writers syndicates and 
publishing houses of which you have either been an officer or an em- 
ployee or to whom you have been under contract for articles? 

Mr* Lieber. I am a literary agent* I have been a literary agent since 
May 1930. Prior to that I was with Brentano's, where I was in charge 
of the publishing department* I was in charge of the publishing 
department at Brentano's from 1926. until May 1930, The reason for 
my separation from the firm is -that the firm went into involuntary 
bankruptcy, due to expansion and depression and so on* 

Prior to^that I had edited a book, an anthology of short stories, 
which I am t happy to say is in the Library of Congress. With the 
advance which the publisher had paid me, I went abroad* I came 
back in March 1926 and worked for Brentano's* Prior to that I had 
a publishing house of my own, Lieber & Lewis* That was shortly 
after I came out of the Army*. I was a sergeant in the Medical Corps 
at Walter Reed Hospital prior to that* 

Mr. Tavennei*. Beginning with the year 1930 you. say you- have 
been a literary agent? 

Mr* Lieber. Yes* I have been operating as a literary agent or 
authors' representative since May 1930, and have continued to do 
so ever since, and I hope I shall continue to do so. ' 

Mr* Tavenner. Wul you give us the names of the writers syndicates 
and publishing houses by which you may have been employed or of 
which you may have been an officer % 

Mr. Lieber. I do not represent any publishing houses* I represent 
authors. In fact, all literary agents represent authors, not publish- 
ing houses* Their function is to act as intermediaries in selling 
literary articles* If you should write a book and be good enough 
to send it to me, \ would read it and try to exploit its sales possibili- 
ties to a magazine or publishing house* All of us agents operate 
on a commission basis* I do^not represent any publishers* * 

Mr. Tavenner. Then, as 1 understand, the only instances in which 
you have been an employee of a writers syndicate or publishing house 
were those you mentioned prior to 1930? 

Mr. Lieber.. That is true. Prior to 1930 I worked for Brentano's; 
and also worked for a brief period before that for a small publishing 
house, but to be honest with you^ I.can?t even remember its name* * £ 

Mr* Taven^ee*. Does that mean that since 1930 you have not been 
an officer of any publishing house or writers syndicate organization?

I think the most distinguished writer I have, on my 
list is Mr. Erskine Caldwell, whose books have sold over 20,000^000 
copies the last 12 years, although I have- represented him. since 1931. 
He is the author of many novels and short stories which are world 
famous and have made their .mark. I think every department of Eng- 
lish giving courses in American literature>has'been compelled to* rank 
him as one of the three leading-American writers in the -last century.

members ? and, these procedures' sliould be applied to Gbmmiinists and 
theiir sympathizers. These methods .do employ the nebessary safe- 
guards I hav'e referred to.- ^Furthermore, they respect the- privacy of 
the- individuals on trial; a fact abhorrent fco headline-seeking super- 
patriots. 
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I want it to be clear that I am not advocating a m&ss screening of the 
entertainment profession such as has been suggested recently. Such 
a screening implies that those subject to it are presumed guilty until 
they can prove otherwise; Special loyalty oaths insult and degrade 
persons of firm loyalty. Rather than this, I say that those in my 
industry— like all other Americans — should be presumed innocent. 
If an individual's loyalty is questioned, let him be individually charged 
and tried in a maniier that will gel* at the truth. 

- Therej I believe, is an effective way to handle the problem of Com- 
munist and pro-Communist actors and artists. It is certainly a far 
mdre desirable way than that chosen by self-styled couriterattackers. 

Let me add a point in regard to trade-union activity in this field, 
Having established effective, orderly procedures for ousting subr 
versives, our unions should insist that these or other fair procedures be 
followed. I call upon my colleagues to present a solid front against 
the bigots-^and against those networks, sponsors, and agencies 
which seem willing to tuck their tails between their legs and knuckle 
under to >the bigots. If an entertainer is dropped from a job because 
of a mer£ private accusation, the unions should forbid any other mem- 
ber from filling that job. Union busting was defeated that way; we 
can do no less against reputation busting. 

I realize we will have to draw a line some place; we cannot^ perhaps* 
wait for the lengthy determination of a trial in the courts if such is 
instituted. When charges of communism are made formally — 
through the unions, the' law courts, the Congress, or any other duly 
appointed agency — then a suspended entertainer can, be replaced; 
But mere accusation, or plain name listing* unaccompanied by official 
action, must not subject an entertainer to the craven crawling of those 
who control his employment. 

Mr. McSweeney. May I interrupt there? What has been the 
procedure? If a person lost his job, they immediately filled it with 
somebody else? 

Mrs. Powell. Yes. 

Mr. McSweeney. Does that person necessarily belong to the union? 
Mrs. Powell. Oh, yes. 

Mr. McSweeney. Your thought is they cannot supplant him 
until he has a chance to appear and prove 

Mis. Powell. That is right; prove that he is a Communist or that 
he is not. 

Mr. McSweeney* As it stands now- — 

Mrs. Powell. As it stands now, if they get a few phone calls you 
are dropped from your job and another person is placed in that job, 
without giving you a chance to clear yourself . 

Mr. McSweeney. And that might jeopardize your getting back 
in the job? 

Mrs. Powell. Exactly. 

Mr. McSweeney. Thank you. 

Mrs. Powell. Now that youvgentlenien have heard me so patiently* 
may I end with one request— and that is that your committee protect 
those Americans who have honestly, wholesomely, and unselfishly 
tried to perfect this country and make the guaranties in our Consti- 
tution live. The actors, musicians,, artists, composers, anil all of the 
men and women of the arts are eager and anxious to help, to serve. 
Our country needs us more today than ever before. 
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We should not be written off by the vicious slanders of little and 
petty men^ We are one of your most effective, and irreplaceable in- 
struments in the grim struggle ahead. We will be much raore useful 
to* America if we do not- enter this battle covered with the. mud of 
slander and the filth of scandal. 1 

Mr. Wood. Mr; McSweeney,, do you have; any questions? 

Mr. McSweeney. No. I think it is a very nice statement. 

Mr. Wood., Mr. Harrison? 

Mr. Harbison., Mrs. Powell, I have got before me the Bed Chan- * 
nels which has been mentioned. I would like. to run over some of the , 
things that they say under your name. 

The first thing, they say that you trare. .reported by the vice chair- 
man of the^campaign committee tohave issued a luncheon invitation 
to< the women's division of the National ^.Citizens Political Action 
Committee, for November 4, 1946. Do you know whether or not the 
vice chairman of that campaign committee did make such a statement? 

Mrs. Powell., A statement saying what*? 

Mr. Harrison. That you were among those who issued the lunch- 
eon invitation to> the National Citizens Political Action Committee- 
Mrs.* Powell. I have it here., I am fisted as having been a mem- 
ber of the National Citizens Political Action Committee, 

Mr.- Harrison. They say that the, vice chairman of the campaign 
committee* said you' were- a member of the- women's; division, as I read 
the thing. 

Mrs. Powell. Nov It says here I am one of the vice chairmen.* 
Mr.. Harrison. What about the> National Citizens Political Action 
Committee; have you ever had any connection with it? 
Mrs. Powell. No, indeed. 

Mr. Harrison. And; you did 2iot< issue a luncheon invitation ior 
November 4y 1946?' 

Mrs. Powell. No, I didn't. You see, I have a complete' list of the" 
things that I mentioned before^, and I can go intd them- if you like. 

Mr. Harrison. I think we- can shorten it ^little; „ 

Iii thenextdtem they say that in the New Masses,- October 19, 1943,- 
on. page 31,. you were listed as a, participant in an event known as 
Harlem's* Event of the Year,* held October 24,, 1943, of the Citizens 
Nonpartisan Committee to*ele;ct Benjamin J. Dayis^ Jr., and that such 
fact was mentioned by the Un-American Activities Committee in 
appendix 9V page 631. Is i't-or' not true that such a listing was made 
by the Un-American Activities Committee? 

Mrs. Powell. I say I did appear at that rally, and I give the 
reasons. May I give; them now? 

Mr. Harrison. "What I am getting, at is the statement you made • 
that this> publication was false, had a typical mudslinging approach, 
and that the listings- were false. 

Mrs. Powell. That is right. Seven out of 9 listings, were false-. 

Mr. Harrison. I ask you. whether or not this committee didy on 
page 631 of appendix 9, say that you were a participant in that event> 
and whether or not that is correct? 

Mrs. Powell. In my testimony I say I appeared at that k event, and 
that is one* out of nine listings. 

Mr. Harrison. The next one is, they say^ a leaflet was put out by 
the Progressive Citizens of America, the division known as thd Citizens 
Committee of the Upper West Side, to the effect you were affiliated 
with that organization. 
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Mrs; Powell* Tfcatis^ot true. 

Mr, Harrison Do youloiDw whether siiclx a leaflet wasputoutby 
such organization? 

Mrs. PowEtt, I have no way of knowing. If it was put out they 
used my name without my permission- or knowledge. 

Mr. Harrison. You do not deny such a leaflet was put out tising 
your name? . r . 

Mrs. Powell. At the beginning of Red Channels they say that 
every safeguard has been takein to* protect innocents and genuine 
liberals from being labeled Gonmmnists or pro-Communists. ^Every 
safeguard" would mean a simple telephone .call asking me if I was ; a 
member of the organization. 

Mr. Hakrison. "What they say they are doing is copying from 
official records. "What I want to know is whether they have accurately 
quoted those listings. " . 

.The next ihing they say is that the Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee of California, in their report of 1948, on page 317, listed you 
as a member of the Musicians Congress Committee. Did the Un- 
American Activities. Committee of California so report? 

Mrs, Powell. I would have no way of knowing this. ' I would 
know, however, "that it is false. 

M^ Harrison. If it is false, you dbn't know whether the pub- 
lishers of Counterattack were f&se or whether the Un-American 
Activities Committee of California were false. What I am -getting 
at is whether the Jistiiig-is false orthe: information is false? 
■ Mrs. Powell, The^mformation is false and the listing is unjustified. 

Mr, JIakeison. y ou fa no t g0r y the listing is false? 

Mrs. Powell. I have no way of knowing. 

Mr. Wood. Have you attempted to ascertain whether you were so 
listed in the report of the Un-American Activities Committee of 
California? 

: Mrs. Powell. No. Th'e Un-American Activities Committee here 
in Washington, you know the first thing you mentioned, there has 
been correspondence going back and forth; and on the last item 
mentioned, the Civil Rights 'Congress, I have tried to ascertain, how 
my name was used as- a member 6f the Civil Rights Congress when 
I have never befcn a member of the Civil Rights Congress. 

Mr. Wood. You say yott have no way of knowing whether the 
Un-American Activities Committee of California did so list you, I 
am curious to know what efforts you have made to ascertain .whether 
it did or not. 

Mrs. Powbll. We have had 2 weeks to check that I do say the 
* copying of these records without verifying them, and publishing such 
a thing in a book purporting to show how Communists and pro- 
Communists have infiltrated our radio networks, is unfair, when 
they claim in the beginning, to protect themselves from libel, that 
they are not trying to blacken genuine liberals and innocent persons. 
I say this is guilt by listing. 

Mr. Harrison. You have made an attack on this publication. 

Mrs, Powell. That is right.. 

Mr. Harbison. Of false listings unaccompanied by official action^ 
I believe? 
Mrs. Powell. Yes. 
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Mr. Harbison. On the other hand, it they have made correct 
copies from official documents wKich they have published in a book 
without comment, I don't agree with you it is a false listing,, 
, Mrs. Powell;. If you.w£re in danger of losing your job because of 
this you would agree with me, 

„.Mt : Harrison^ : this is a correct listing from official documents, 
that is one thing. If it is a false listing, as you .have said, it is 
anqther thing. 

Mrs. Powell. I haven't said that. I 'have .said that they made an 
error in listing people. Their .purpose, as stated in the beginning of 
the book, is to show how Communists and pro-Communists have 
infiltrated the entertainment field. They say they have checked. 

Mr. Harrison. I have read what they have said,, and they -have 
said that many innocent people have allqwed themsleves to be duped 
into these organizations. What I am trying to get at is whether or 
not the statements made by Counterattack are true. They are true 
if they correctly quote their source, and they are not true: if they 
don't, t Do you f ollow me? 

Mrs. Powell. Yes. I don't see any possible ,way qf answering 
you without readipg my prepared statement. 

&lr. HarrIson. The next thing they say is that the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, in appendix 9, page 347, lists you as 
being the guest- of honor at a dinner on April 17, 1943, given by the 
jjqherican Committee for the Protection of the Foreign Born. Can

Mr. Chairman, it is my understanding '1;aa^'a -citizen who'h'as infqrmatibp about 
spiesy saboteurs, 'and subversives, should give i;hat infdrmation^ at J^ice, to the 
department of Justice. Also, Mr, Chairman, it is my unaeVstahdiiVg intik any 
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citizen who has specif I information regarding the workings of subversives, or about 
tfrefr general program or philosophy-, can present his information to your com- 
mittee, which is composed of elected representatives of the people, and which has 
the^ower and duty fo foansmit its findings to the proper Government agencies 
and to the public in those instances where further public education is helpful. 

But the fact is, Mr. Chairman: that certain citizens have deliberately turned 
their back^ oh the procedures which we are apcustomed to, and' have set themselves 
up as private j udges and tribunals to assess an d con vi et tiheir f ello jv citizen s. On e 
of these groups^ called Counterattack, has recentlv published an index of promi- 
nent artists, ^describing what purports to be their affiliations* and activities in 
connection with Communist or pro-Communist organizations. This index, which 
is obtaining considerable notorietv, is called Red Channels, To list a citizen 
mdiscrimihately "with a grbup of Communist-front organizations is to accuse him. 
of political perversion. Lovalty is a moral question and communism— a^ disloyal 
aiE|ia,tion— is therefore perversion. 

It is the activity of Counterattack which prompted me to ask for this hearing 
today* I myself am, one of the victims of their technique of half-truth, innuendo, 
and guilt-by-lisfchg. My name has been included in lieaV Channels. I feel it 
my duty to report the exact facts in the matter as they relate to my own /personal 
case, for what happens to me happens to others, and is p?rt of a . pattern which 
could spread and really damage our national morale and security. An unwar- 
rented ana unverified attack oh any person's reputation is vile and un-American. 

Every ftuman being values his reputation. But two groups above all others 
must guard their reputations with particular vigilance, since their very existence 
depends, upon ,thfc respect and favor of the general public: the public official and 
the public performer, Both must be particularly jealous of their good names. 
You gentlemen are elected by the people, ijust. as my colleagues of the musical 
and theatrical world are elected by^their public, 

J-dp hot cijaim that the members of the entertainment world are holier; purer, 
more patriotic than any other group of citizens* We probably have our quota 
of dissidents, our quo£a of Communists, bigots, Fascists, But I do claim that 
the entertainment profession has done its part for America, in war and peace, 
and it must not be dragged through the mud of hysterical name-calling ai a 
momenfawhen;we need to enrich andproject the American way of- life to the world. 
There is : n abetter,; more effective, more easily understood medium or tehihg and 
selling the American way of life than our entertainers, creative artists, and 
performers, for they are the real voice of America, - 

There are those who tell us that our labor Unions, our State Department, our 
schools and colleges, are Red. And there are also those who would have us 
Relieve that . all our entertainers of the radio, stage, and screen, alt our authors 
and composers ami ^amiers, are Red. 

What purpose ls^serve& by this sort of thing? Are we ready to say, in effect, 
that the .Communists, have taken over the whole country except for a few selfrr 
appointed patriotic virgins, such as the gentlemen of Counterattack? 

I, for one, Mr* Chairman, am not ready to hand over America's entertainment 
industry to Moscow. A f^w cunningly contrived lies, some false statements; an 
ftftpressively -long list, such as Becj Ghannels, and the years of preparation; 
sacrifide, and cfevotion are killed: Instead of a loyal troupe of patriotic, energetic 
cUis^ns xeacly to give their all for America, you will demoralize them and end up 
with a deje.ctjec^ wronged group r whose creative value has been destroyed. 
, Let BAe refer, to ray -own listing in Red' Channels, since my personal ease may 
shed light on th£ entire issue. I make no specific defense or plea for any other 
person therein listejd,. jstut I dp feel that wnat has happened to me personally 
probably has* happened to other in hoceni entertainers, 

. I ^;and accused, jyfr. Chairman ? of political perversion, of having joined the 
Communist plot to overthrow the land of my chosen citizenship. And here is the 
sort of evidence oh wliich I have been pilloried: 

Red Channels mentions my name as "reported" connected wHh nine, organ iza- 
tions it considers subversive: 

■One of these listing is for an appearance — by direction of my employer — an 
appearancq of which I am not ashamed t for reasons I shall discuss shortly. 

Anqther was ostensibly a series of benefits for orphaned children; When I 
found out ptherwisey I diseqntinned such activity, 

Still another involved use oif my name S years after I had played a benefit. The 
group later merged with one that developed a bad name. 

The fourth listing advertised that I was guest of honor at a dinner I never 
Went to or beard of f 
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Three others, I refused to join, < ♦ 

: The other Wo, I never heard ot 

?By this, you can siee that Red Channels presents a totally inaccurate picture of 
Hazel Scott's loyalty. And tins misrepresentation must be studied with the 
publishers' prefatory iclaim of scrupulous fairness: Every safeguard must be 
used/to protect innocents and genuine liberals from being unjustly labeled;" 
Don't you agree J that "every safeguard" includes the simple expedient of a tele- 
phone call or letter? I have never heard in any way from the Counterattack 
people- * ■ 

♦ And here it 5s interesting to note the plaintive wail of T. IGrkpatrick, their 
managing editor, in this Monday's Herald Tribune: He found it l£ deplorable" 
that trie Tribune mistakenly attributed views to him "without ^interviewing mo » 
on this particular subject." 
i Wow let us get down to cases: 

In October 1943, I entertained at an -artists' rally for Benjarnin Davis, an 
-avbwed^ Communist running for' the New York City Councik I donH recall 
exactly liow this appearance came about, but believe it was by direction of Mr, 
Barney Josephsdn, my then employer 'and' manager, who ofterf lent my nam'e and 
time -to affairs without consulting me. Tins thought is strengthened^ by the fact 
that Cafe Society's three other headliners appealed with me at the same rally. 
It "-is standard procedure in the entertainment busiiiess;for an employer to sign 
-up- his artists -for various -causes; I recall that while playing at the Roxy Theater 
■■all' of us in the stage show were sent to play for the "United Jewish- 'Appeal's 
Night of Stars and other benefits, I am glad to- have appeared at these affairs; 
And- I merely point therrrout to Indicate that this appearance' did hot makd me 
:a -UJA ^member" any more than -the Davis appearance made me a Communist: 
In addition, I should like to point out that even constant, active support of 
{Davis li* 1943 Vovud hot ne proof of Communist sympathies'. Two years later, 
<Donncilman Daviswa^ endorsed: by' the Democratic Party j when this endorsement 
-was laier withdrawn^ regular . Democratic' leaders in the district nevertheless 
openly continued to > support him. Remember, 1941 had seen the election of 
New York's -first Negro councilman. When he declined to h run for another term 
in 1943, Negroes were fearful of losing this hard-won recognition, l^avis, as the 
•only Negro running, received support r he nlight not otherwise have enjoyed. This 
attitude may not be healthy; it : is a form of racism, But given the facts -of Jim 
Grow— everi in>the North — such an attitude is understandable; This drive was 
strong 1 enough to*cause Rev. Ethelred Brown to t serve as Davis* campaign chair- 
inan/ Dn Brown is and was then a Socialist, which 'group has Hated the Com- 
munists longer and more, fiercely than any other; Joe Louis, a- prominent - 
Republi can, supported Davis, as did Donnelan Phillips, whose strong Harlem 
tenants' organization has refused to allow Communist participation. Remember, 
too/that Russia was America's wartime ally in 1943: as Senator Muhdt said in a 
radio debate just last month, cooperation with the Communists was*at that time 
necessity. - 

Since the single 1943 -appearance for Davis,, under orders from my employer^ 
I have supported" only those candidates endorsed'by the Democratic Party, the 
party 1 of my enrollment. Many of these candidates have been: opposed by .left- 
ivingers r from the Communist and American Labor Parties, To cite an- example, 
last fall I played at New York's Golden Gate Ballroom in behalf of Mayor 
O'Dwyer and Borough President Robert K Wagner, Jr., who were opposed by 
Yito Marcahtonio and watt Guinier, respectively: In fact, I supported the 
-whole Democratic Party slate, which included Earl Brown, -who ran against and 
defeated" Ben Davis for J a council seat; I defy anyone to find that fact 'noted in 
Red Channels, although it claims to note any "anti- Communist action ■* 
by individual (s) mentioned. 1 J The editors limit this protect! on to cases * 'known" '- 
to then^ but since they hold themselves -out as experts in this field, do they not 
haV e a r esp onsibility to " know* ,L su cli i nf orm ation? 

Next let? us examine mv connection with -the American Committee for the 
Protection of the Foreign Born, which listed me as "guest of .honor" at a 1943 
dinner for the United Nations. I am sure that I was^not, in fact, so honored at 
this dinner; at most, my manager, with or without consulting me,. allowed the 
use of my<hame ; in some wayl I recall nothing about it. I looked up-trie announce- 
meni in a 'library last week, and found my name listed along with those of Com- 
missioner Edward Corsi, now Republican candidate for mayor of 'New York; 
Senator Elbert Thomas, William Allen White, Mayor O'Dwyer, Dorothy Thomp- 
son! iJavid O, Selshiek, and Jacob Potofskpr, president of the militantly anti^ 
(Dominunist Amalgamated Clothing Workers Union. Among others who- have been 
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affiliated with this group — or at ]east listed as affiliated— are. Reinhold Niebuhr 
(perhaps America's most outstanding anti-Communist- Protestant theological 
philosopher), Msgr. John A, Kyan, Bishop Francis J\ McConnell, Rt, Rev^ John 
Montgomery Cooper, Judge Patrick K,. O'Brien, Dr. Henry McCracken, Prof.- 
3.ohn Dewey h Dean Christian Gauss, Prof. Harold Urey. and George Gordon 
Battle. t - * ■ 

Next, I am listed as -a sponsor of the Joint Anti-IFacist Refugee Committee, 
a group which I was told collected' money to feed and clothe Spanish orphan 
victims of the civil war. I was not a sponsor of this group. I did play one or 
two' benefits^ on the basis of the causs noted above. By 1943, I had heard dis- 
turbing talk about the activities of- the group r and when asked to play a joint 
h benefit concert frith Paul Robeson I refused, and had nothing further todb with 
the organisation from then on. 

If my insignificant and short-lived participation proves my subversivenessv I 
am at least in the distinguished company of your colleague, the Honorable Emanuel 
Celler, as as Raymond Pace Alexander; prominent' Philadelphia Republican; 
William. Rose Benet, a civil libertarian who. opposed any kind of totalitarianism; 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Strauss,, of the; Macy family; and Quentin Reynolds, whose 
ADA role indicates his agreement with! barring. Communists from, groups dedi- 
cated to human welfare,- 

Now we move on to a group of somewhat more recent organisations-, with which 
I had a brief connection — but not the connections reported in Red Channels, 
I was becoming, more sophisticated about politics,, as indicated by my break with 
the the Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee^ as yon shall see. I am listed as having 
been a membe'r of the National Citizens Committee* of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions. I recall the two groups were suf&ciently' close so that we understood 
our names might be used interchangeably. 

The company here^ too, was good. In April 1946, Attorney General (now 
Supreme CouEt Justice) Tom Clark addressed this organisation. On the same 
date in another city, PAC guests' heard speeches' by Mr. Justice Black and Secre- 
tary Frances Perkins, at a dinner whose committee included the Honorables 
Alben Barkiey, Francis Biddle, Sumner Welles^ Henry Morgenthau, Jr, f and 
Louis SchwCllenbach. 

Now, I have already mentioned my activity with the Independent Citizens 
Committee. It is interesting to note that, although Red Channels lists this 
group as subversive, it somehow failed to uncover my affiliation, I am glad, 
nevertheless; to mention it to this committee, for my purpose in appearing here 
is to throw light wherever it may be helpful. (There have been other groups 
-which unauthorizedly listed me as> a sponsor, although Red Channels did not 
find: themv If the committ^ wants this information,, I will go into it later.) 

In thespring of 1946 r I was pregnant^and, because various jpolicy disagreements 
at ICC board meetings proved too much for meyl resigned, Iregretthe necessity, 
for the real way to fight Communists is- to stay in our organizations, outstaying 
and outfighting them, rathjer than letting them take over and exploit our good 
slogans and intentions for their own undemocratic purposes. 

After my resignation, the ICC people kept pestering me tv revive my parfcicipa^ 
tion, so I wrote them' a letter, stating, my determination to be done with them.- 
Most organisations left me alone when I dropped out, which is why there is no 
regular record of resignation letters on my part. 

In some cases, organizations before which one has appeared continue to list 
him as a sponsor for other events without his knowledge. I suspect this is the 
background for my alleged affiliation with the Upper West Side Citizens Com- 
mittee of the Progressive Citizens of America, I was at no time associated with 
the PCA, which formed in late 1946: Along with other Cafe Society artists, I 
did a Sunday afternoon benefit in 1943 for a Gitizens Committee of the Upper 
West Side, This became one of the groups which merged to form the PGA in 
1946, and they evidently continued to use my name on the basis of that one 
benefit appearance 3 years earlier, when PGA was not even in existence. 

As I have said, I stayed absolutely away from the FCA, and naturally had 
nothing whatever to do with its offspring, the Progressive Party, I did hot sup- 
port Henry Wallace, and I voted for President Harry Truman. Again, this well- 
known position seems -not to have interested the publishers of Red Channels: 

Now let us take a quick look at the Artists Front to Win the War, and the 
Musicians Congress Committee, I never heard of these two organizations until I 
found theni listed after niy name in Red Channels. Perhaps my manager put me 
on these lists, too, My supposed affiliation was in 1942 and 1944, when he was 
sending me all over, I don't know that he did sign me up with these groups; I 
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just know that I never heard of them till recently. In arty case, the company was 
distinguished once more: Eddie Bowling, leading Catholic stage personality; Sir 
Ernest McMillan; Lawrence Tibbett and Todd Duncans both active ADA'ers; 
Jan Peerce, Mary Margaret McBride, and Dame May Whitty, 
. Then there is the implied subversiveness of my apparent support of the Ameri- 
can Peace Mobilisation in 1941. The Mobilisation had some Communists, I am 
sure. It also had some of L America's foremost pacifists, including the lie v. 
William Lloyd Imes, of St. James Presbyterian: Church, and Father Smyth,, of 
Catholic Commonwealth. But it did- not have me as a member or supporter. 
Again^ I cannot tell yon how my name got there; * 

All that remains to be refuted, then, is the case of the Civil Rights Congress, 
whose 1946 dinner I am supposed to have sponsored. That. is not true. I had 
nothing to do with the Civil Rights Congress- at any time, because by the time it 
was formed— in 1946 — I had become sufficiently alert to reject prospective Com- 
munist fronts, and because I by then had a manager who was more interested in 
furthering my career than in using my talents politically. Anyone who says I 
played any part in the Civil Rights Congress is mistaken or a liar, 
. But the document J am about to present may shed some light* on this and other 
false listings. Here, gentlemen, in their own words , is proof of how such groups 
operate: My husband, more fortunate than I, did find out afcjout his CRC listing 
by the simple method of opening his mail one morning and reading a^notice of the 
national board's annual meeting. Immediately, he wrote asking what the notice 
was for, since he had never agreed to any participation with the congress, I 
read from the reply sent by Executive Secretary William L. Patterson: "The 
names of a number of people were presented * * * as members who had not 
been consulted. You, it seems, were one of them/' (This correspondence, 
incidentally, has been on file with your committee for several months.) 

Well, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, that pretty well disposes 
of my 9 Red Channels listings. As I indicated earlier, it is a list which was 
developed mostly out of thin air. The two actual participations — for Ben 
Davis in 1943 and for what I thought were starving children in Spain at a. still 
earlier* date— were legitimate at the time, and if the circumstances were the same 
|;oday I would act similarly, While I am unalterably opposed to communism 
and all other forms of totalitarianism, I am also wholeheartedly for the alleviation 
of poverty and oppression at home and abroad. For the same reasons, you and 
your colleagues in Congress — Democrats and Republicans alike-^-voted for 
social-security extension and Korean ,aid^ 

furthermore, I will maintain my fight for the application of our liberties to all, 
regardless of color and creed. Those* .of the far left and far right have no place in 
this fight. The latter have no respect for liberty; nor do the former, although 
they mouth the slogans. But the fact that Communists pretend to stand for the 
causes for which I stand >vill not make me abandon the battle. If they should 
infiltrate my organizations, I will try to rally iny colleagues to oust them, so we 
can, continue the fight mqsfc effectively. But F refuse to surrender the burning 
issues of our day to the enemies of democracy. 

Having made this clear, let me return to. the record of my past activities, giving 
a balanced picture, and not the picture,, con veyedjay Ked Channels' gratuitous and 
malicious List* My background includes affirmative items which document my 
loyalty to traditional American democracy, 

I have already noted my break with the ICC, and explained why this one alone 
was in writing. I have also referred to my support of Democrats running against 
left-wingers. How else can I indicate my approval of causes, except by donating 
time, energy, and money? I mention my activities along these lines not to boastj 
tut merely to list additional proofs of my devotion to America, This in itself is 
embarrassing; one's loyalty should be taken for granted, but today, because of the 
haying of such groups as Counterattack, it seems necessary to actually itemize the 
things you have done in the. cause of democracy, I am particularly reluctant to ( 
mention my financial contributions. Charitable donations are personal. I have 
never wanted publicity for them. But right now my desire to be known for what 
I am overrides any sensitivity I may have. 

I cannot begin to count, the various services and hospital appearances I have 
made. Since 1946, when I cut out air political appearances except for the Dem- 
ocratic Party, I have played before Army, Navy, Marine, and Air Force units 
and. hospital groups, as well as civilian hospitals. Also, I've appeared for com- 
munity charities such as the Herald Tribune Fresh Air Fund and others, I be- 
lieve I mentioned earlier the Night of Stars, and I also particularly remember a 
benefit for a little Warehamj Mass., girl whose legs were frozen and had to be 
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amputated. Sponsored: by Hearst's Boston newspaper, X was glad to be able to 
raise about a thousand dollars for the ehiloVs artificial limbs. With no apologies, 
^whatsoever, I recall donating those services without checking £he political beliefs 
<>f the little, girl or heir parents. 

Then there is Hadassah, respected wfcmerife Zionist group, for whom I ap- 
peared last January, And B'nai B'rith, Jewish fraternal organization whose op- 
position to communism is clear-cut, honored me in March 1948 with an award 
w^hicli praised my "devoiion to the traditional American ideals of freedom." 
■ Now let me disctiss my direct financial contributions, which include gifts to 
organizations with no political overtones ,■ as "well as to sorrie^ very conservative 
group's. Also, some non-dommunist liberal groups, including ones of Social- 
iDembcratic orientation who&e adherents are traditionally called the vilest and 
most objectionable names by the Daily Worbsr. 

- I have also donated frequently" to religious causes, and I should like to note iri 
parsing that all my life I was a regular worshipper in the Roman Catholic Church 
until in' y marriage in 1945 to a Protestant jmiriister. Sirice that time I have beeii 
an active Baptist* 

This list, unlike inuch of the material iri my statement, required no research* 
It^w&s easily available in my file,, and I would gladly have shown it to any of Mr* 
ICirkpatrick's Counterattack biotfdhotihds, had they called, Since it includes, 
as -1 have mentioned, groups which philosophically and/or politically battle com- 
munism, T thirik it establishes at least a presumption of iriy rionsympathy with 
Communist causes. On the -other hand. Counterattack's failure to consult me 
before including my name in Hed Channels establishes a presumption of their 
insincerity regarding "the protection of innocents and genuine liberals," Unless 
they have reasons for this, that fact alone damn&them and calls for the cessation of 
their malicious activities. 

To get back to my contributions, high on the list appear thousand' dollar 
contributions' to the National tJrban League,- the Ifeart 3?und, and the Dkhiop 
Ruriybn Fund: The latter two groups are chaired, respectivelyj by Walter 
Winchell and' Ed Sitihvan, leading anti-Communist newspapermen. 

Churches T contribute tb include Greater Saint Luke's African Methodist 
Episcopal Baptist Temple, Nazareth Baptist, Eberieezer Missionary Baptist, 
Community Churcli, St + Paul African Methodist Episcopal, t Allen African 
Methodist Episcopal, Victory Baptist, United Seventh-Bay Adventist, Holy 
Trinity African Methodist Episcopal, and Abyssinian Baptist* Various church 
.affiliates includes Northern Baptist Convention Home Mission, St, Peter's i Camp 
Claver, and the New York Baptist City Mission. Add the YMCA arid YWCA 
^nd the New York Bible Society also the Boy Scouts Foundation the Girl 
Scouts of White Plains, the- American Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, disabled 
American Veterans, the Westchester Tuberculosis Committee, the New York Blind 
Lighthouse j the Visiting Nurse Service, and the Metropolitan Police Boys Club 
of the District Of Columbia- Finally, to completely alienate any possible remaining 
Communist Sympathy for me, the League for Industrial Democracy, the Congress 
of facial Equality, the Military Order of the Purple Heart, the Affiliated Young 
Democrats, and the New York State Deriiocratic Committee dinner. 

Now let us examine my case as against the stated purposes of Bed Channels, 
"which are: "One, to show how 1 the Communists have been able to carry but their 
plan of infiltration of the radio and television industry. Two, to indicate the 
Extent to which riiany prominent actors and aritsts nave been inveigled to lend 
their names * * * to organizations espousing Communist causes," anoV 
"Three, to discourage actors and artists" frorii doing so. Nowhere does the Red 
Channels listing show anything about how the Communists have worked, and 
nowhere is any distinction made or attempted' as to who was inveigled and who 
knowingly supported these Communist and alleged Communist organisations. 
Asrfor "discouraging actors and artists from lending their names," what Counter- 
attack's -approach does is discourage us from weakening the Gommunist cause by 
supporting groups which assist human welfare. 

I have already mentioned the publishers* ciaim^that Red 'Channels notes 
"anti-Communist action or condemnation of communism' 1 by individuals listed; 
Tins claim has a dead ring. For all their research and filing resources, these 
publishers are strangely unaware of their victims' public ^anti- Communist records; 
I have rioted also their complete failure, despite their claims^ to "safeguard inno- 
cents and genuine liberals from unjust labeling*" I repeat: one phone call or 
letter to me would have, at the very least, established that there was another' 
side to the story, 
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( As I have stated, I consider myself unjustly &nd~ falsely labeled as disloyal to 
my country. Counterattack's publishers coyly deny this intent; but, as, John 
Crosby wrote in the Herald Tribune, Red Channels has become the Bible of 'the 
broadcasting industry. Such irresponsible publications and activities must be 
stopped. Loyal Americans must themselves counterattack those who deal in 
tripe* such as, counterattack. I applaud the brave words of Eddie Cantor, who- 
said, "Let somebody bigger than a bigot: sit in, judgment of the accused/' And 
I agree with the editors of Variety.that "Tha self-righteous patriots who indi- 
vidually take it upon themselves to piirge their country of those' they 'designate 
as. its reue,mies" constitute anV'invjkhpus form of ; toJ&litarianisriL '* ,* , * " TCe 
have better weapons than character assassination and guilt by* association. There, 
are due processes of law and judgment," . ' < 

May I, in concluding, urge a positive, program-^one that willTspotlighrthefow 
Communist infiltrators in my'-profession, while at the -same time keeping us free 
fr.om .domination by scurrilous men who live by poisoning and blackennigvthe £ood 
names of their neighbors. The trade-unions, particularly in thepast several years* 
have shown the way to safeguard us from subversives of the right arid trie left 
while operating within the traditional framework of liberty. In entertainment, 
as in other industry, the labor unions are manned by citizens who love their 
country and fight for its welfare, I am an active member of three of these unions; 
the American Guild of Variety Artists, the American Guild of Musical Artists, 
and the American Federation of Musicians, 

My membership in Actors' Equity and the Screen Actors' Guild is such that I 
can assume active status whenever I recommence work in these fields. In the 
unions and without, everyone agrees that entertainers are important soldiers in 
the world battle for the minds of men. Therefore, the American entertainment 
industry has no place for Communists. The entertainment unions should oust 
any Communist member, but only through orderly procedures presenting oppor- 
tunity for rebuttal and defense. In fighting totalitarianism we must not use its 
owa despicable methods, Furthermore, the guaranty of democratic methods 
will" immediately eliminate a good many irresponsible charges. The remaining, 
responsible charges, if true, can best be proved by the method worked out through 
years of the Anglo- American system of justice. 

,The unions in this field already have in existence procedures for impeaching 
members, and these procedures should be applied to Communists and their 
sympathizers. These methods do employ the necessary safeguards I have 
referred to. Furthermore, they respect the privacy of the individuals on trial; 
a fact abhorrent to headline-seeking superpatriots. 

( I want it to be clear that I am not advocating a mass screening of the enter- 
tainment profession such as has been suggested recently. Such a screening 
implies that those subject to it are presumed guilty until they can prove other- 
wise. Special loyalty oaths insult and degrade persons of firm loyalty. Rather 
than this, I say that those in my industry, like all other Americans, should be 
presumed innocent. If an individual's loyalty is questioned, let him be individu- 
ally charged and tried in a manner that will get at the truth. 

There, I believe, is an effective way to handle the problem of Communist and 
pro-Communist actors and artists. It is certainly a far more desirable way than 
that chosen by the self-styled "Counterattackers." 

Let me -add a point in regard -to trade-union activity in this field. Haying 
established effective, orderly procedures for ousting subversives, our unions 
should insist that these or other fair procedures be followed. I call upon my 
colleagues to present a solid front against the bigots, and against those networks, 
sponsors, and agencies which seem willing to tuck their tails between their legs 
and knuckle under to the bigots. If an entertainer is dropped from a job because 
of a mere private accusation, the unions should forbid any other member from 
filling that job. Union-busting was defeated that way; we can do no less against 
reputation-busting. 

1 realize we will have to draw a line some place; we cannot, perhaps, wait for 
the lengthy determination of a trial in the courts if such is instituted. When 
charges of communism are made formally, through the. unions, the law courts, 
the Congress, or any other duly appointed agency, then a suspended entertainer 
can be replaced. But mere accusation, or plain name-listing, unaccompanied by 
official action, mu£t not subject an entertainer to the craven crawling of those who 
control his employment. 

Now that you gentlemen have heard me so patiently, may I end with one 
request, and that is that your committee protect those Americans who have 
honestly, wholesomely, and unselfishly tried to perfect this countrv and make the 
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guaranties in our Constitution live. The actors, musicians, artists, composers, 
and all of the men and women of the arts are eager and anxious to help to serve. 
Our country needs us more today than ever before. 

We should not be written off by i;he vicious slanders of little and petty men; 
We are one of your most effective and irreplaceable 1 instruments' in the grim 
struggle 'ahead. We will be much more useful to America if we 'do^ not -enter 'this 
battle covered with the mud of slander and the filth of scandal.
